WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, it gppears today, 
will endeavor to placate the Sen- 
ate Munitions Committee, whose 
members he ignored Wednesday 
when he called a conference to dis- 
cuss measures to “take the profit 
out of war.” He has already suc- 
ceeded in pacifying Senator Clark, 
of Missouri, but the indignation of 
other members seemed unabated. 
They profess to be unable to see 
any purpose in the President’s 
move, unless it wast o impede the 
committee’s work, or discourage 
Congress from making the addition- 
al appropriation which is impera- 
tive if the investigation is to be 
completed. Concerning statements 
from the White House that the ad- 
ministration wished to “co-operate” 
with the committee, members re- 
marked that it was rather late to 

be thinking of that. 

Chairman Nye disclosed that no 
member of the committee was con- 
sulted in advance about the Presi- 
dent’s conference, that no member 
wash invited to attend it or apprised 
that it was under consideration, and 
that no request was made for any 
of the information which has heen 
gathered during the weeks that the 
investigation has heen in progress. 


Pian Drafted Years Ago. 

One curious aspect of the situa- 
tion is that the President intrust- 
ed the principal work of drafting 
legislative proposals to “take the 
profit out of war” to Bernard M. 
Baruch and Gen. Hugh S. John- 
son. During a private visit which 
they made to the White House last 
Sunday, the President apprised 
them of his intentions, and, in re- 
ply, they pointed out that this work 
already had been done, not only by 
themselves, but also by the War 
Policies Commission, and that a 
complete plan was contained in the 
report which the commission sub- 
mitted to President Hoover, in 
March, 1932. 

The interest of Baruch and John- 
son in the subject grew out of their 
experience on the War Industries 
Board during the World War. They 
became convinced then that the 
strict limitation of war profits was 
possible and practical, and after the 
war they set about working out a 
plan to accomplish it. 

A Striking Contrast. 

Incidentally, Baruch’s contention 
that the kind of price control prac- 
ticed during the war served as an 
effective limitation oon profits 
seemed to be in such sharp contrast 
with the enormous war-time profits 
uncovered yesterday by the Senate 
Committee, that the committee is 
considering inviting him to explain 
it on the witness stand. 

In his testimony before the War 
Policy Commission in 1931, Baruch 
said: “In practice, prices were 
fixed by agreement. The price fix- 
ing commission of the War Indus- 
tries Board sat in a semi-judicial 
capacity. White doubtless the re- 
sulting agreements were somewhat 
influenced by latest control of the 
board, there has never been, to my 
knowledge, any charge that prices 
so determined were either discrim- 
inating or unfair to industry on the 
one hand or burdensome and ex- 
travagant to the public interest on 
the other.” 

Asked to Lecture on Topic. 

As one result of their labors. 
Baruch was invited to deliver a 
series of lectures on wartime in- 
dustrial control before the Army 
War College—the institution in 
which selected army officers take 
post-graduate instruction. 

Another result was that both Ba- 
ruch and Johnson were invited to 
appear before the War Policies 
Commission, a body composed of 
Senators and cabinet members, 
which held exhaustive hearings in 
1931. At that time their plan was 
fully presented, and was embodied 
in the report which the commission 
eventually submitted. That they 
could add anything to it now seems 
improbable. In fact, they are under- 
stood to have told the President so 
during the preliminary conversation 
last Sunday. 

The other officials whom the 
President invited to his conference 
were Secretary of State Hull, Secre- 
tary of War Dern, Secretary of the 
Navy Swanson, Secretary of the 
Treasury Morganthau, Gen. Doug- 
las McArthur, Chief of Staff; As- 
sistant Secretary of Labor Mc- 
Grady, Under-Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Tugwell, Under-Secretary of 
State Phillips, Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Roosevelt, Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner Eastman, 
and George Peek, foreign trade ad- 
viser. 

A Puzzling Combination. 

How the normal duties of these 
officials would bring them into con- 
tact with any plan to “take the 
profits out of war” is yet to be 
made clear. The State Department 
is in charge of our relations with 
foreign governments. The duty of 
the War and Navy Departments is 
to prepare for, and wage, war. The 
particular job of Mr. McGrady at 
the Labor Department is to prevent

ENGLISH BOAT 
USWORTH SINKING 


Two Liners, Jean Jadot 
and Ascania, Standing 
By—Five Men Saved and 
21 Still Aboard.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—Battling 
turbulent seas in mid-Atlantic to 


rescue the crew of the foundering 
British steamer Usworth, two mem- 
bers of a lifeboat crew from the 
Belgian steamer Jane Jabot were 
lost today when their boat capsized, 
a wireless message to Mackaye Ra- 
dio reported shortly after noon to- 
day. 

Two members of the Usworth’s 
crew, the message said, were res- 
cued from the water when the life- 
boat was turned over in the running 
seas. Previously, the Jean Jadot’s 
lifeboat had carried five of the Us- 
worth’s crew to safety, and presum- 
ably had gone back to get another 
load of the 21 members of the crew 
still aboard the sinking ship. 

The Usworth sent out distress 
calls before dawn and was answered 
by the Jean Jadot and the Cunarder 
ship Ascania,, the latter standing by 
to lower her own boats shortly after 
the Jean Jadot’s crew made its 
rescue. 

Messages relayed to Mackay from 
the Black Diamond freighter Black 
Gull, reported the Usworth as de- 
scribing her condition as “precari- 
ous” and appealing to nearby ves- 
sels to “please do your best to get 
us off.” 

A second message from the Black 
Gull, received at 11:40 a. m., re- 
ported: 

“A Jane Jadot lifeboat has suc- 
ceeded in rescuing fi¥e of crew &f 
Usworth and the steamship As- 
cania, Cunard White Star, now get- 
ting ready to launch a boat. Think 
21 of crew still on Usworth.” 

The Usworth is a cargo vessel of 
3535 gross tons. It is listed as the 
property of Dalgliesh Steam Ship- 
ping Co. of London. It sailed from 
Montreal Dec. 1 for Irish and En- 
glish ports. 


NEW STAR IS DISCOVERED 
IN HERCULES CONSTELLATION 


Nova of Third Magnitude Results 
From Stellar Catastrophe; 
First Seen by Briton. 
(Copyright, 1934.) 

COPENHAGEN, Dec, 14.—A 
great stellar catastrophe has just 
occurred producing a new star 
easily visible to the naked eye in 
constellation of Hercules. It should 
be seen from America in the early 
evening before the bright star 
Vega. It is third magnitude in bril- 
liance, meaning that only 135 stars 
in the whole heavens are brighter. 
The Nova was discovered by John 
P. M. Prentice, British meteor ob- 
server. 

The* discovery was confirmed by 
Dr. Harold Spencer-Jones, head of 
the British Royal Observatory at 
Greenwich, who found a bright 
band spectrum in the light from 
the new star. The finding of this 
nova signals a gigantic outburst, 
which, if it occurred to the sun, 
would have immediately wiped out 
the earth and other planets. 

While the flashing of the star to 
sudden brilliance has just come to 
earth, the light has ben traveling 
through space for some thousands 
of years. A nova is not a new star 
in the sense that it is suddenly 
created out of nothing but it is a 
faint star that suddenly becomes 
bright. After a short life but a 
brilliant one, a novy usually fades 
again into insignificance.

UOURT INSTRUCTS 
JURY AT TIPTON 
EXTORTION TRIAL 


Directs Acquittal If It Finds 
Threats Were Over Debt 
Gangster ‘Honestly Be- 
lieved’ Was Owed Him. 


QUOTED WORDS KEY 
TO THE DEFENSE 


Defendant Testified He 
Tried to Collect Money 
Due From Accardi in II- 
licit Liquor Deal. 


Circuit Judge Granville Hogan to- 
day instructed the jury trying Hep 
man Tipton, gangster, on the 
charge of extorting $150 from 
Michael Accardi, bootlegger, that it 
must acquit Tipton if— 

“After hearing and considering 
all the evidence, you have a reason- 
able doubt as to whether threats 
and intimidation, if any there was, 
were offered and intended for the 
purpose of extorting and gaining 
from the prosecuting witness, Ac- 
cardi, moneys of his own, or were 


offered and intended to induce, per- 
suade and cause Accardi to pay and 
deliver to the defendant a sum of 
money owed by him to the defen- 
dant (Tipton), or a sum of money 
honestly believed by the defendant 
to be due him and owing to him 
from Accardi.” 


Key to Defense’s Case. 


The words “honestly believed’’2are 
the key to the defense’s case. Tip- 
ton declares that he did believe, 
when he demanded a total of $2500 
from Accardi, Feb. 24, and that he 
still believes, that Accardi owed and 
now owes him the money. The fact 
that his claim is based on a boot- 
legging transaction makes the claim 
worthless at law, but does not 
change Tipton’s belief in the right- 
eousness of his purpose to collect it. 

‘Tipton anndunéed on the witness 
stand, yesterday afternoon, that he 
still intended and expected to get 
the $2500 from Accardi. How, he 
did not say, but he told of his pre- 
vious threats to “punch the stuffing 
out of” Accardi, and of his sug- 
gestion, blandly made in a cold 
driveway, that they “take a little 
ride,” in his warm automobile to 
talk things over. Accardi’s version 
of this is that Tipton threatened to 
take him “for a ride,” a phrase 
which had a deadly meaning in the 
circles in which they moved, and 
that Mrs. Accardi, on hearing the 
hint of violence, became hysterical. 

Tipton’s effort to collect this 
claim cost the lives of two of his 
companions, James Vincent Grif- 
fin and Norman Godier, who went 
to Accardi’s home, 5952 Oakherst 
place, the night of Feb. 26, to col- 
lect the balance of the $2500 de- 
mand, and were shot to death by 
city detectives whom Accardi had 
summoned. Under a ruling of 
Judge Hogan, the State was not 
permitted to introduce any evidence 
as to this later visit, but had to con- 
fine the testimony to the visit of 
Feb. 24. 

Instruction on Extortion Charge. 

The instruction quoted follows a 
longer one reviewing the charge in 
the indictment, which is that Tipton 
went to Accardi’s home the night of 
Feb. 24, threatened to “seize him, 
take him for a ride and do harm 
and injury to his person if he did 
not then and there give up and de- 
liver to the defendant that sum of 
$150.” and that Accardi paid the 
amount. If the jury finds this to be 
true, and believes that Tipton “did 
wrongfully, unlawfully, wilfully, ma- 
liciously and feloniously extort” the 
sum, the jury is directed to find 
Tipton guilty; if it does not so find, 
to acquit him. This longer instruc- 
tion, however, is qualified by the 
one previously quoted. 

Arguments began at the morning 
session of court, with an allowance 
of 40 minutes to a side. The case 
was expected to go to the jury in 
mid-afternoon. 

Tipton’s Story on Stand of Visit to 
Accardi’s Home. 

Tipton, athletic and well tailored, 
told the jury yesterday afternoon 
his story of his visit, with four com- 
panions, to the Accardi home. After 
explaining why he considered Ac- 
cardi ta be indebted to him, he 
told of the threats which he made, 
and their effect on Accardi’s wife. 

Tipton Denies Accepting $153. 

Tipton denied that, as testified 
by Accardi, he accepted $153 which 
Accardi offered him, to apply on 
the $2500, and gave back $3 so that 
Accardi could take his wife and rel- 
atives to a picture show. Tipton 
said Accardi offered him the $153 
cash and a check for $92, but that 
he refused to accept them. 

“You sacrificed $245 so that you 
could claim the whole amount?” 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Flynn 
asked Tipton on cross-examination. 

“I didn’t sacrifice nothing,” said

Union employes of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co., affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, at 
a meeting last night, voted to go 
on strike at midnight tonight in 
support of demands that their or- 


ganization, Gas House Workers’ 
Union No. 18799, be recognized as 
the bargaining agency for mechan- 
ical department employes. 

Edward P. Gosling, president of 
the company, in a statement today, 
assured consumers that’ service 
would not be interrupted. Accord- 
ing to union figures, 541 of the 700 
employes of the manufacturing, dis- 
tribution and maintenance groups 
are affiliated with Local 18799. The 
force of 159 men not members of 
Local 18799 will be augmented by 
new workers recruited through ad- 
vertisements appearing in newspa- 
pers today. 

The union, which received recog- 
nition through a decision of the 
St. Louis Regional Labor Board fol- 
lowing a threatened strike a year 
ago, recently presented demands, at 
the expiration of its contract, for a 
10 per cent wage increase and rec- 
ognition as the bargaining agency 
for all mechanical department em- 
pleyes. Negotiations never reached 
a discussion of wages, as the com- 
pany refused to grant the bargain- 
ing demand, except as it would ap- 
ply to members of Local 18799 only. 

Gosling, in discussing the situa- 
tion, stated that a second group of 
organized employes, the Latlede 
Gas Light Co. Representative As- 
sociation, had demanded the right 
to make their own agreement with 
the company and that individual 
workers, not associated with either 
group, had made similar requests. 

Statement by Company. 

Gosling issued the following 
statement explaining the company’s 
position: 

“The membership of the Gas 
House Workers’ Union No. 18799 is 
considerably less than a majority 
of the total number of employes, 
1350 in all departments, of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. The gas com- 
pany has negotiated with the union 
and has always shown a willingness 
to negotiate with any organization 
of employes, or individual employe, 
and to meet demands whenever rea- 
sonable. However, the representa- 
tives of Local 18799 have presented 
a demand that they negotiate all 
matters pertaining to hours, wages 
and working conditions for all em- 
ployes of the manufacturing and 
distribution departments, even 
though they are not members of 
the Gas House Workers’ Union. 
“The management does not feel 
justified in bargaining away the 
constitutional rights of employes 
who do not belong to Local 18799. 
The management is willing to rec- 
ognize the Gas House Workers’

WAR PLANT 
LONG DELAYED 
BY WRANGLE 
OVER PROFITS 


Senators Told Baker and 
Brookings Blocked First 
Contract for ‘Old Hick- 


ory’ Powder Factory Till 
U. S. Got Better One, 


DU PONTS FINAL 
GAIN WAS $475,000 


It Took Three Months at 
Critical Period to Make 
Deal, Government Fur- 
nishing Capital and Tak- 
ing the Risk.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Wrang- 


ling between the War Industries 
Board and the E. I. du Pont de Ne- 
mours Co. over the profit which du 
Pont should make, delayed the con- 
struction of the giant Government 
“Old Hickory” powder plant for 
three months, during one of the 


most critical periods of the World 
War, it was disclosed at today’s ses- 
sion of the Senate munitions in- 
quiry, 

The plant, built and operated for 
the Government by du Pont at 
Nashville, Tenn., cost $85,000,000. It 
was afterward salvaged for $3,500,- 


The du Ponts insisted that they 
be paid up to 10 per cent on con- 
struction cost, and up to 15 per ~“nt 
on the mill cost of explosives pro- 
iduced. Daniel Willard of the War 
Industries Board proposed arbitra- 
tion on profits, but du Pont refused. 
Profits on Operation. 

However, the du Ponts finally did 
build the plant, with a profit of only 
$1 on the construction. The plant 
produced 16,000,000 pounds of pow- 
der before the armistice. Du Pont’s 
profit on operation was $475,000. 
The company paid $200,000 in bon- 
uses to its officers. 

“We did a splendid job for the 
Government,” declared Irenee du 
Pont. “We built Old Hickory in 
eight months, and it took the Gov- 
ernment eight years to audit our 
accounts. We have been investi- 
gated several times and have been 
held up to ridicule and worse.” 
Pierre du Pont added: 

“When' Secretary of War Baker 
told me our original contract was 
cancelled, he remarked it was about 
time the American people showed 
they could do something for them- 
selves. Up to that time I had re- 
garded myself as an American citi- 
zen, but I began to wonder if I was 
some sort of an outlaw.” 

Brookings Protested. 

The original contract was nego- 
tiated with the du Ponts by Army 
officers. The late Robert S. Brook- 
ings of St. Louis, a member of the 
War Industries Board, protested 
vigorously to Secretary Baker that 
it was grossly unfair to the Govern- 
ment, but the officers who agreed 
to it would not admit their mistake. 
He warned Baker of the danger of 
permitting Army officers to nego- 
tiate large contracts except under 
the scrutiny of the War Industries 
Board. 

“I may be wrong,” he wrote, “but 
I feel that if I had participated in 
this negotiation from the beginning, 
I could have reduced the profit (on 
powder) by one-half—that is, 7% 
cents a pound. 

“Even this would have given them 
an absolutely secured profit of $7,- 
500,000 a year for absolutely nothing 
on earth except directing the policy 
of the company from their main 
office, as everything else was 
chargeable to the cost of powder, 
and the Government furnished all 
the capital and assumed the risk of 
every kind and character.” 

The Factor of Time. 

“Did the Government have legal 
authority to commandeer the 
plant?” asked Alger Hiss, commit- 
tee inquisitor. Col. C. T. Harris, 
Army officer detailed to the hear- 
ing, replied that it could comman- 
deer existing plants, but could not 
compel a company to construct one. 

“How much quibbling was there 
between the Government and pri- 
vate manufacturers over wartime 
contracts?” “Not muoch. Time was 
the important factor. But the con- 
struction of Old Hickory was held 
up for three months during one of 
the most critical periods of the war, 
It might have been fatal.”

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KANSAS CITY MAN 
DENIES CHARGE 
OF CREDIT FRAUD 


William E. Davis, Who 
Headed Shirt Company, 
Discusses Accusations of 
St. Louis Manufacturers. 


FIRMS ALLEGE 
LOSS OF $26,000 
Former Operator of Fif- 
teen Stores Now in Bank- 
ruptcy Brought to St. 
Louis by Deputy Sheriff. 


William E. Davis of Kansas City, 
president of the defunct Baltimore 
Shirt Co., arriving in St. Louis today 
in custody of a deputy sheriff, re- 
called the flourishing pre-depres- 
gion days when representatives of 


St. Louis manufacturers, seeking 
to sell him goods for his 15 stores, 
made his arrival an occasion for 
profuse greeting and manifesta- 
tions of good will. 

Accompanied only by Deputy 
Sheriff Fitzsimmons, Davis left a 
morning train, ungreeted, and went 
to the Sheriff's office to make ar- 
rangements for bond. Two indict- 
ments charging that he made a 
false financial statement to obtain 
credit from two St. Louis firms 
were returned Tuesday. 

Denies Any Fraud. 

“This is a matter which I shall 
be glad to leave to the Court,” the 
67-year-old haberdasher said as he 
hung his light tan topcoat in the 
corner of the office. “However, 
there certainly is no fraud in- 
volved.” 

He pulled down the front of his 
dark blue business coat of rough 
weave, adjusted the dark red tie 
to his white collar and with a smile 
seated himself at a desk. Wiping 
his rimless spectacles, Davis pulled 


‘a newspaper toward him. 


He read that the indictments 
charge that his statement of fi- 
nancial condition as of Feb. 28, 1931, 
led the Elder Manufacturing Co. $0 
extend credit of $3385 to his com- 
pany and Frank & Meyer Neckwear 
Co., $2000. Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney McLaughlin said that when the 
Baltimore Shirt Co. was sued in 
bankruptcy in February, 1932, the 
Elder company had extended total 
credit of about $15,000 and the 
neckwear company about $11,000. 
The statute of limitations, said the 


prosecutor, prevented charges in- 


volving larger amounts. 
Matter in Courts 3 Years. 

“This matter has been tn the 
courts for nearly three years,” 
Davis remarked. “It would seem 
that if there was fraud, action 
would have been taken before this. 
I have no fear of the outcome. 

“It does seem strange, however,” 
he continued somewhat indignantly, 
“that they should wait until this 
time of the year to bring me into 
this difficulty.” 

He explained that he now man- 
aged two stores of the President 
Shirt Shops in Kansas City but said 
he had no financial interest in 
them. 

“This action is brought now just 
to harass me. My arrest is a put- 
up job by St. Louis creditors to 
bother me while the Christmas rush 
in neckties is on and force me toa 
go to St. Louis. 

“T used to be a great guy when I 
came to St. Louis and they would 
think so still if I could have gotten 
over the financial hump of 1930 
and 1931. Our business dropped off 
$250,000 in that year. The year be- 
fore it ran nearly $1,000,000.” 

Defends Cash Withdrawals. 

Referring to the charge that $33,- 
775 in cash withdrawn from time 
to time by him was improperly set 
up in financial statements as “re- 
ceivables,” Davis protested, explain- 
ing that it was a proper entry, 
representing money advanced to 
him in accordance with a practice 
followed by him and his former 
partner for 20 years. 

“T still owe it and it is a proper 

asset,” he declared, adding that his 
ability to repay it had been affect- 
ed by the filing of an involuntary 
bankruptcy petition at a time when 
he was conferring with creditors in 
order to tide over a period of bad 
business. 
‘He also declared that store fix- 
tures were correctly valued at $80,- 
789 in financial statements, assert- 
ing that the appraisal had been 
made by disinterested fixture deal- 
ers. The $17,500 value given in 
bankruptcy scheduies, he contended, 
represented only a fraction of their 
worth. Other appraisals of stock 
were objected to as having been 
made by men unfamillar with the 
quality and value of such goods.

or conciliate disputes between em- 
ployes and employers. Under-Sec- 
retary Tugwell’s duties relate to va- 
rious activities intended to benefit 
farmers, and he has been conspicu- 
ous for his efforts to promote pure 
food and drug legislation. 

Commissioner Eastman was re- 
lieved of his normal duties in regu- 
lating the railroads and assigned to 
the task of working out a plan of 
railroad co-ordination, and Mr. 
Peek was relieved of duties at the 
AAA, and assigned to the task of 
devising means of augmenting our 
vanishing foreign trade. 

It is possible that Secretary Mor- 
genthau might be able to make sug- 
gestions for taxing the profits from 
war, but it is interesting to note 
that Baruch and Gen. Johnson, in 
the course of their long study, ar- 
rived at the conclusion that taxa- 
tion was not an effective method of 
limiting war profits—that it could 
only be accomplished effectively by 
controlling prices.

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GARMENT CONCERNS 
CHALLENGE NRA ACT 


Two St. Louis Companies File 
Answer to Compliance Suit 
in Federal Court. 


The National Garment Co, and the 
National Underwear Corporation, 
operating plants here and at Chaf- 
fee, Mo., in an answer filed in Fed- 
eral Court today, challenged the 
constitutionality of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act and asked 
that a compliance suit filed against 
the concerns by the code authority 


be dismissed. 

The answer was filed prior to the 
opening of a hearing of the Govern- 
ment’s suit before Federal Judge 
Faris. The Blue Eagle was taken 
away from the National Garment 
Co. last month by order of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Board, 
which charged that the company 
had violated hour and wage pro- 
visions of the codes governing the 
manufacture of underwear and 
children’s wear. 

The defendants, in their answer, 
describe the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act as “unconstitutional, 
vague, uncertain and oppressive.” 
They state it deprives them of prop- 
erty in contravention of the fifth 
amendment to the Constitution and 
also violates the ninth and tenth 
amendments. The act constitutes a 
distortion of the powers of Con- 
gress to regulate interstate com- 
merce, “and improperly delegates to 
the Chief Executive legislative and 
judicial powers,” the answer as- 
serts. 

Other objections to the NRA are 
based on the contention that it im- 
properly permits the President and 
other officials to usurp legislative 
functions delegated to Congress 
under the Constitution; permits ad- 
ministrative bodies to create and 
define crimes against the United 
States; encourages unreasonable 
search and seizure in violation of 
the fourth amendment to the Con- 
stitution, and permits the President 
and his subordinates to promulgate 
unreasonable and oppressive regu- 
lations. 

Concerning the Government's 
charges, the companies admit they 
have not at all times paid the min- 
imum wage of $13 a week set for 
the industry, explaining that the 
inefficiency of certain piece work 
operators makes it impossible for 
these workers to earn that much. 
On the other hand, they state, effi- 
cient employes earn more than the 
code minimum. In support of this 
statement the petition relates that 
31 employes of the underwear com- 
pany employed on a 40-hour weekly 
basis everage $18.11 a week. 

The defendants deny that their 
margin of profit depends more on 
the cost of labor than on other 
factors involved, and admit that 
their prices may affect prices of 
other concerns in the industry, but 
add that some of their competitors 
undersell them. 

The answer challenges the juris- 
diction of the Court and asks that 
the Government's suit for an in- 
junction and an order of compliance 
be dismissed. 

According to the answer, the pre- 
ferred stock of the National Gar- 
ment Co. is owned by 104 residents 
of Southeast Missouri.

made money out of the war. 

“All I got out of the war was 
experience,” he said. “I benefited 
neither directly nor indirectly from 
war-time profits.

Tipton, looking at Accardi. “T’ll still 
get it.” 

An important development came 
near the end of the testimony, when 
Tipton, in cross-examination, was 
asked if he did not call Accardi by 
telephone Feb. 26, two days after 
the visit, and tell Accardi to meet. 
him at a downtown hotel. Tipton 
replied that he did not talk with. 
Accardi by telephone on that day. 
*Didn’t you call him that day, at 
least three times,” Flynn persisted, 
“and didn’t he tell you that all the 
money he had for you was $500?” 
Again Tipton denied any telephone 
conversation. 

Alleged Conversation Barred. 

A ruling of Judge. Hogan 
prevented the state from getting 
Accardi to testify to the telephone 
conversation. Accardi was recalled 
to the stand as a witness in re- 
buttal, and was asked whether Tip- 
ton telephoned to him Feb. 26. His 
reply was, “Yes, at 1 p. m. exactly.” 
“What did Tipton say?” was the 
next question. 

Sigmund Bags, counsel for Tipton, 
objected to the question, and Judge 
Hogan sustained the objection, over 
vigorous protests of Flynn, Flynn 
said that, as Accardi had _ stated 
there was a conversation, he should 
be permitted to tell what was said. 
Bass argued that, as Tipton had 
denied any conversation, and had 
denied all questions relating to the 
substance of the conversation, Ac- 
cardi could not tell of it in rebuttal 
testimony. Judge Hogan upheld 
this position. 

Tipton's story, on direct exam- 
ination, was told without much 
prompting. 

“I know Mike Accardi,” he said.

“He owed me $4220. I would meet 
him and ask him, ‘Mike, when are 
you going to give me that money?’ 
I told him I would punch the stuff- 
ing out of him. 

“Tony Sansone came to my store 
(handbook establishment) at 925 
Pine street, and said Mike told him 
he didn’t have the money, and 
wanted to pay me $200 a month. I 
agreed to this, and he paid he for 
several months, then quit. 


Visit to Accardi’s Home. 


“I went to his house the night of 
Feb. 24, driving into the driveway 
behind him. I got out of the car 
and said, ‘Mike, how long are you 
going to bull me? When are you 
goin gto give me that money? It’s 
cold. Let’s take a little ride and 
talk it over.’ (Accardi has testi- 
fied that Tipton and his companions 
threatened to take him “for a 
ride.”’)

LES DEBTOR'S PLEA 


McNichols Concern Sues to 
Prevent Foreclosure—Seeks 
to Reorganize. 


A debtor’s petition was filed in 
Federal Court today by the Mc- 
Nichols Furniture Co., 1020-24 Mar- 
ket street, which seeks permission 


to submit a plan of reorganization 


and asks the court to enjoin the 
sale of the company’s property at a 
foreclosure sale scheduled for Mon- 
day. 

The petition states that the total 
worth of the company is $219,006, 
made up largely of the store prop- 
erty and a warehouse at 122 South 
Eleventh street, “the actual value” 
of which is given as $195,000. Lia- 
bilities are listed at $80,667, of 
which the largest single item is a 
$27,000 mortgage on the store and 
warehouse. 

The company states that “due to 
the depression” it has been unable 
to meet its obligations as they fall 
due, but that “with a renewal of 
business generally” the company’s 
own business will improve. It says 
that sale by foreclosure would “not 
bring an amount in excess of the 
obligations secured by the mort- 
gage” and that the equity of the 
stockholders would thus be wiped 
eut. The company is capitalized at 
$200,000. The petition was filed by 
Henry J. McNichols, president- 
treasurer. 


3 PCT, MORE TO CREDITORS 
OF UNION-EASTON TRUST CO, 


A payment of 3 per cent to credit- 
ors of the Union-Easton Trust Co., 
5325 Easton avenue, which failed 
in 1930, was authorized today by 
Circuit Judge Ryan, on application 
of George W.’ Clarkson, Special 
Deputy Finance Commissioner in 
charge of the liquidation.

TELLS OF HUGE 
WASTE OF RELIEF 
FOOD IN NEW YORK 


Witness at Aldermanic 
Hearing Says 1,400,000 
Pounds of Potatoes Froze 
and Became Unfit to Eat 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—A witness 
testifying before an aldermanic com- 
mittee investigating relief charged 


[yesterday that 1,400,000 pounds of 


potatoes had been frozen and 
spoiled as the result of carelessness 
on the part of the Temporary Emer- 
gency Relief Administration. 

Edward Meyer, the witness, chief 
investigator for the works division 
of the relief administration said 
that an additional 7,000,000 pounds 
were probably now in the same con- 
dition. He said the losses were 
caused through shipment in open 
trucks in freezing weather and by 
rough handling by unskilled labor. 

The testimony led Aldermanic 
President Bernard S. Deutsch to as- 
sert that evidence produced thus 
far showed a “woeful” lack of co- 
operation betwen the Temporary 
Emergency Relief Administration 
and the city relief agency. 

“It also shows,” Deutsch added, 
“a failure on the part of the TERA 
to grasp and understand the local 
conditions and a woeful refusal to 
become acquainted with them.” 

Asked at the hearing why the 
spoiled food stuff could not have 
been distributed in time, or used, 
for needy families, Commissioner 
of Welfare William Hodson replied 
that the TERA had made a “hide- 
bound” rule limiting food distribu- 
tion to those families actually on 
relief rolls. 

“Isn’t there a way that this tre- 
mendous food suprlus could be giv- 
en to families in nced rather than 
go to waste?” Deutsch asked. 

Hodson replied that the TERA 
rules could not be broken.

NOTED PERUVIAN POET 
STABBED 10 DEATH 


Jose Chocano Knifed In San- 
tiago, Chile, by Man Who 
Held Grudge. 


By the Associated Press. 
SANTIAGO, Chile, Dec. 14.—Two 


knife stabs, at the hand of a man 
who bore a grudge, yesterday ended 
the adventurous life of Jose Santos 
Chocano, 59-year-old Peruvian poet. 


Chocano was considered by some 
critics to be the foremost poet of 
the Spanish-speaking world. 

The poet was killed while on a 
crowded street car, by a man who 
told the police he had lost his life 
savings in a scheme by Chocano to 
seek buried treasure. 

Chocano, who called himself “the 
singer of America, aboriginal and 
wild,” had a career that reads like 
fiction. Many Latin governments 
honored him and several expelled 
him for political activities. 

Alfonso, then King of Spain, and 
others, saved the poet’s life by pe- 
titioning for clemency when he was 
sentenced to death in Guatemala 
after a government to which he 
was adviser had been overthrown. 

Chocano was expelled from Mex- 
ico when his friend, Francisco Ma- 
dero, revolutionary hero, was kille . 
He became confidential agent in the 
United States for Pancho Villa and 
Venustiano Carranza, and was with 
Villa when the rebel leader cap- 
tured Chihuahua City. 

After 20 years of roaming, Cho- 
cano returned to Peru, which had 
imprisoned him as a youth for his 
heated political essays. President 
Leguia placed a crown of golden 
leaves on his head. But he soon 
lost his liberty when he killed Ed- 
win Elmore, a North American 
writer. For that he was sentenced 
to three years imprisonment. Con- 
gress passed a measure pardoning 
him and he went to Chile. 

Chocano’s works were widely read 
in Central and South America and 
in Spain. A Mexican woman who 
said she was his wife declared Peru, 
of which he was once poet-laureate, 
and Chile were unworthy of him 
and that his body would be taken 
to Mexico for burial.

BABY OF MURDERCD 
MISSIONARIES FOUND 


Infant Alive in China After 
Killing of American 
Pair. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 14.—A_ report 
from Tsingteh tonight said that 
Helen Priscilla Stam, 3-month-old 
'daughter of the murdered Ameri- 


ss missionaries, Mr. and Mrs. J. C. 


Stam, had been found alive and 
was being taken to Wuhu, mission 
headquarters. The report of the 
finding of the baby was relayed 
here from Wuhu. 

It was reported that the Rev. 
George Birch of Canada, a member 
of the China Inland Mission, had 
the baby and was carrying it to 
safety. There was no indication as 
to the health of the child. 

The entire staff of the American 
Methodist Episcopal Foreign Board 
Mission Hospital at Wuhu, under 
the direction of Dr. Robert Brown, 
awaits the child's arrival. It came 
into the world at that hospital Sept. 
11 by a Caesarian operation. 

It was not immediately indicated 
how the rescue had been made, al- 
though it was known that Govern- 
ment troops were in pursuit of the 
bandits who raided the city of 
Tsingteh. 

The bodies of the Stams were 
found on a battlefield 15 miles from 
Tsingteh, but no trace of the baby 
has been discovered. 

Other missionaries in three 
southern provinces are reported to 
be evacuating their stations. 

A letter written by Stim shortly 
before his death dis~'osed that he 
and his family were held for a ran- 
som of 20,00 Chinese silver dollars 
(about $7000). 

Stam was born in Paterson, N. 
J., while his wife, the daughter of 
missionaries, was born in China. 

Mr. and Mrs. E. A. Kofield of 
Bend, Ore., reported to have dis- 
appeared at about the time the 
Stams were abducted, are safe, a 
telegram to the China Inland Mis- 
sion said. They will remain at 
Tunki until conditions have set- 
tled. 

Under instructions from Wash- 
ington, a Peiping dispatch said, 
Clarence Gauss, Charge d’Affaires 
of the American Legation, made 
further representations to Nanking 
and Anhwei provincial authorities. 

A spokesman for the Foreign 
Office cf the National Government 
said the kidnapers of the pair were 
“murderers and bandits” and not 
Chinese Communists, as once was 
reported. 


BRITISH FORCES TO ‘ATTACK’ 
SINGAPORE BASE IN MANEUVER 


Cruiser, Airplane Carrier and 18 
Destroyers to Test Vulnerability 
of Military Station.

SINGAPORE, Dec. 14—A com- 
bined British air and naval force 
headed today for an unannounced 
position at sea from which an 
imaginary “attack” will be made-on 
this military base. 

The British army, navy and air 
forces in the Far East joined in 
the manoeuver, to test the vulner- 
ability of the Singapore base. 

The attacking force will consist 
of an aircraft carrier, a cruiser and 
18 destroyers, with 24 planes aboard 
the carrier. They will strike under 
cover of darkness. Defending planes 
were made ready for long flights 
seaward to watch for the invaders.

Zoological Society Seeks Con- 
struction of $400,000 Plant 
Under Bond Issue. 


The Zoological Society has started 
@ movement to have the city build 
soon the $400,000 aquarium provid- 
ed for in the 1923 bond issue. This 
announcement was made today by 
George E. Dieckman, president of 
the society. 

Conferring with President Brown 
of the Board of Public Service, 
Dieckman showed a letter from the 
superintendent of the Steinhart 
Aquarium, at San Francisco. The 
letter related that this aquarium 
cost not quite $300,000 and -was 
operated for $50,000 a year, showing 
both salt-water and fresh-water 
fish. Brown toki Dieckman he 
would consult Mayor Dickmann and 
Park Commissioner Miller on the 
subject. 

A principal reason why the eity 
has not undertaken the construc- 
tion of an aquarium was a fear 
that the bond fund was not large 
enough to build it properly and that 
the operating expense would be too 
great. The bonds, while voted, have 
not been issued. ‘The bond propo- 
sition provided that the aquarium 
should be placed in Forest Park and 
presumably it would be operated by 
the Zoological Board of Control,

Increase in Persons Receiving 
Aid Although Unemploy- 
ment Is Same, 


The number of unemployed in St. 
Louis last September, estimated at 
88,700, was the same as for Sep- 
tember, 1931, but there were more 
than four times as many relief 
cases, relief expenditures were 
almost nine times as great, and the 
cost of each case doubled, accord- 
ing to the annual report of the St. 
Louis Chapter of the American Red 
Cross which has been prepared for 
mailing to subscribers. 


Unemployment, relief cases, total 
expenditures and cost for each case 
are given in the order named as 
follows: September 1931, 88,700, 
8266, $110,479, $13; September 1932, 
119,800, 21,552, $279,000, $12; October 
1933, 95,800, 32,673, $627,000, $19; 
September 1934, 88,700, 38,206, $977,- 
083, $25.50. : 

$60,000 by Private Agencies. 

The figures for 1931 and 1932 in- 
clude both public and private relief 
cases, those for the two later years 
showing public cases only. It is 
necessary to add expenditures of 
about $60,000 by private agencies 
such as the Red Cross, in order 
to obtain comparable figures for 
1933 and 1934. 

The Red Cross spent $79,852 in 10 
activities during the fiscal year 
ending Oct. 1. The principal amount, 
$49,790, was spent by the home ser- 
vice department providing relief 
and claims service to war veterans 
and their families. The department 
for the physically handicapped gave 
vocational training to 197 persons 
and spent $25,551. 

35,205 Garments Made. 

Materials provi*ed by the Citi- 
zens’ Committee or Relief and Em- 
ployment and from Government ap- 
propriated cotton enabled 2340 vol- 
unteer workers to produce 35,205 
garments for free distribution to 
families receiving relief at a cost 
of only $60. Seventeen new volumes 
of Braille books were delivered to 
the Public Library for use by the 
blind. The cost was $980. 

Other expenditures: Recreation 
and services to patients at Vet- 
erans’ Hospital, $35; first aid in- 
structions to 1700 laymen, $630; :ife- 
saving classes attended by 1410, 
$1350; enrolling qualified nurses for 
duty in time of war or disaster, 
$106; instruction to mothers in 
home hygiene aid vare of the sick, 
$700; Junior Red Cross, $650.

INQUEST HELD IN SUISIDE 


OF CASHIER OF CLOSED BANK 


Financial Troubles Due to Failure 
Caused H. W. Krieger’s Act, 
Witness Say. 

Straitened financial circum- 
stances resulting from the failure 
in January, 1933, of the Twelfth 
Street National Bank, caused Har- 
ry W. Krieger, its vice-president 
and cashier, to end his life Wednes-

Shipments of approximately 140,- 
000 Christmas trees are on the St. 
Louis market ready for distribution 
to retail stores generally next Mon- 
day, although some dealers already 
are displaying stocks. 

The number of trees is about the 
same as is customarily received 
here, according to William Hart- 
man, produce merchant, and retail 
prices will be slightly lower than 
last year, ranging from 35 cents for 
small trees to $25 for shapely speci- 
mens, 25 to 30 feet tall. 

The shipments totaled 50 car- 
loads. Many of the trees already 
have been unloaded and stored for 
retail distribution. All are forest cut, 
Hartman said. Nurserymen in 
northern states where evergreens 
grow readily are cultivating trees 
for the Christmas harvest, because 
of gradual depletion of forest 
growth and the profit it offers. In 
most places where extensive forest 
cuttings of Christmas trees is car- 
ried on, seedlings are planted. Ten 
years or more of growth is required 
for the seedling to reach a size suit- 
able for Christmas cutting. 

There are three types of trees in 
the shipments, balsam fir from Can- 
ada, Douglas fir from Washington, 
and spruce from Minnesota, Maine 
and Vermont. The spruce have 
dark green round needles clustered 
all around the branches, and the 
firs are a lighter green with flat 
needles which mostly lie in a hori- 
zontal position on each side of the 
branch, Fir bark is lighter in color 
than spruce. 

The largest trees of the shipment 
are in demand for school, lodge, 
hotel and club’ entertainments, 
Hoffman said. Excess trees are 
usually bought up by cemeteries. 


EX-INFORMER SAYS KARPIS, 
GANGSTER, DRUGGED HIM 


Former Convict Asserts Federal Of- 
ficers Sent Him to Find Fugi- 
tive After Release.

JOLIET, Ill., Dec. 14—A man 
who said he was Alfred Geonia, a 
former convict and informer in the 
Kansas State Penitentiary at Lan- 
sing, was held at the ocunty jail 
today after telling authorities he 
escaped from Alvin Karpis, widely 
hunted gangster, and two compan- 
ions, after he had been drugged by 
Karpis. Karpis is sought as one 
of the men involved in the $100,000 
kidnaping of Edward G. Bremer of 
St. Paul. 

Geonia was taken to a hospital 
last night and later removed to the 
jail after he staggered into a road- 
house near Plainfield, apparently 
suffering from the effects of a drug 
or poison. 

Geonia said that after his re- 
lease from the Kansas prison he 
went to the Department of Justice 
at Kansas City at the suggestion 
of E. M. Stubblefield, assistant 
warden of the Kansas prison. There, 
he said, he was told to go to Chi- 
cago to look for Karpis. He related 
that he proceeded to Elgin near 
where he met two men in a road- 
house, whose names he gave. They 
told him, he asserted, to walk out 
to a certain road and that they 
would pick him up in a car. When 
they met him, he said, Karpis was 
with them. They went to a saloon, 
he continued, where Karpis bought 
him a drink. He said later he be- 
came ill and Karpis pushed him out 
of the machine after accusing him 
of being an informer.

world’s most efficient light, 25 times 
as, effective as the average electric 


light manufactured by man, is pro- 
duced by fish that live in the depths 
of the sea. 

This light is “cold light,” says Dr. 
William Beebe, who made a record 
dive to a depth of 3028 feet in his 
steel “Bathysphere” last summer. 
None of the energy that produces 
the light shown by these fish is 
wasted as heat, he points out, 
whereas most of our electric lights 
produce only about 3 or 4 per cent 
light, and the rest of their energy 
goes into production of heat, useless 
for lighting purposes. 

The light produced by the deep 
sea fish is electric light, although 
how it is produced is largely a mys- 
tery to science. Not only do some 
of these fish have luminous rows 
of lights along their sides like port- 
holes, but some even have teeth 
that shine due to a luminous mu- 
cous covering. When scraped off 
on a man’s finger this material con- 
tinues to shine for a short time. 

Strange Creatures of Deeps. 

Dr. Beebe told the National Geo- 
graphic Society, which sponsored 
his deep-sea explorations, that his 
observations of fish far below the 
surface showed that scientists had 
little more than an inkling of the 
amazing creatures that live deep in 
the sea. 

The nets used to bring up sam- 


only the “moron” fish, says Dr. 
Beebe, giving scientists a far from 
accurate picture of the life that ac- 
tually exists there. He compares 
exploring the sea with nets to ex- 
plorers from Mars trying to get an 
idea of life on the earth by drag- 
ging a huge net suspended from a 
Zeppelin through the streets of a 
large city. 

There are creatures in the depths 
of the sea, he says, that make the 
most fearsome dragon of Chinese 
legend or the strangest creatures in 
“Alice in Wonderland” seem com- 
monplace by comparison. 

One has attached to its thin, deli- 
cate lower lip a tentacle 10 times 
as long as its own body, well 
equipped with electric lights, which 
it pulls through the water. 

Fish With “Rod and Line.” 

Some deep-sea shrimps, when at- 
tacked, shoot toward the enemy a 
cloud of luminous vapor that blinds 
the assailant in the deep blackness 
where no sunlight penetrates. It is

IN FEDERAL TRADE INQUIRY

Board Informs Senate That They Do Not 
Violate Existing Anti-Trust Laws—Sug- 
gests Reconsideration of Sherman Act. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.— The 
Federal Trade Commission, after a 
six-year inquiry, informed the Sen- 
ate today that chain stores appar- 


ently do not violate existing anti- 
trust laws. 


The report, which had been re- 
quested by the Senate, indicated 
that a reconsideration of the mo- 
nopoly section of the Sherman law 
might be desirable. 

“It may be said,” the commissyio:: 
stated as to the chain stores, “that 
aS far as agreements, conspiracics 
or combinations in restrain of trade 
are concerned, the inquiry nas 
failed to disclose any such prac- 
tices. 

“On the contrary, chain com- 
panies within the various commod- 
ity groups actively compete with 
other chains in the same group.” 

Actual and Potential. 

On the broader questions involved 
the commission said: 

“The broad prohibition of the 
Sherman law against monopoly has 
been narrowed by interpretation of 
the courts to mean that only actual, 
as distinguished from potential mo- 
nopoly, is unlawful, .and that the 
mere possession of monopolistic 
power in the absence of overt acts 
indicating an illegal use thereof is 
not a violation of this statute... . 
“If there should develop one gi 
gantic all-inclusive chain store sys- 
tem for each line of distribution, 
its status as an unlawful monopoly 


could be attacked only to the extent 
it had violated the law in attaining 
monopoly, and exercised its monop- 
olistic power contrary to law. 

“The situation may call for re- 
consideration by Congress of the 
public policy involved in the mo- 
nopoly section of the Sherman law.” 

10 Pct. of Stores in Chains. 

Census Bureau figures for 1929 
show that 10 per cent of all retail 
stores in the country then belonged 
to chains, and made 22 per cent of 
all sales. 

In that year there were 1,543,158 
retail stores in the United States, 
the total sales of which were $49,- 
114,653,269. Chain store organiza- 
tions numbered 7061, operating 159,- 
638 stores and selling $10,740,385,- 
208 worth of merchandise. 

Local chains operated 52,465 
stores and made total sales of $3,- 
293,890,233; sectional chains, 41,083 
Stores, with sales of $2,191,250,396, 
and national chains operated 51,055 
stores, with sales of $3,960,086,992. 
Other types of chains, not included 
Jn these three general classifica- 
tions, operated 15,032 stores, with 
sales of $1,295,157,587. 

The figures showed that nearly 
20 cents of every dollar spent in re 
tail] stores by the consumer went to 
chain organizations, with a wide 
variation in the proportion of re- 
tail sales of chain stores in different 
states, ranging from as low as $1 
in $14 in Mississippi, to $1 in $4 of 
total sales in the District of Colum- 
bia.

In addition, Green presented to 
the President a recommendation of 
the A. F. of L. convention for an 
investigation of the qualifications 
and the attitude of Clay Williams 
of North Carolina, head of the NRA 
executive board.

NATIONAL GROUP 
TO FIGHT CRIME 
10 BE FORMED 


Efforte of All Peace Offi- 
cers to Be Co-ordinated 
by Plan Adopted at Con- 


ference. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The 

National Crime Conference, in its 

concluding session last night, voted 


to set up a perpetual national crime 
organization to co-ordinate the ef- 
forts of all peace officers and to 
establish a “national scientific and 
educational center” here for the 
study of better anti-crime methods. 
The center will be a sort of West 
Point for peace officers. 

“We are in for a long-time pro- 
gram,” Attorney-General Cummings 
said. “It will require unremitting 
service for a period of years.” 

The Justice Department—estab- 
lishing the “West Point’—is pre- 
pared at the start to instruct about 
20 men in the methods it used to 
bring down John Dillinger, “Pretty 
Boy” Floyd, “Babe Face” Nelson 
and Wilbur Underhill. The nature 
of other courses to be offered has 
yet to be determined. 

William Stanley, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, pointed to statistics 
presented by Prof. Thorsten Sellin 
of the University of Pennsylvania 
as “probably the most reliable” fig- 
ures available. 

Sellin said: “In 1933 there were 
probably a minimum of 1,300,000 
serious crimes known to the police 
of this country. In three-fourths 
of these crimes no one was brought 
to justice.” 

Of so-called minor offenses, in- 
cluding liquor and motor vehicle 
cases, he estimated that there must 
have been 15,000,000 known to the 
police. He exclaimed: “These are 
almost unbelievable figures!” 

The conference also: 

Condemned methods of dealing 
with industrial conflicts and racial 
antagonisms not in accord with law 
and order. 

Criticised “the abuse of the 
parole and pardon power as tending 
to undermine respect for law and 
order.” 

Recommended changes in crim- 
inal procedure. Some of these 
would: Permit the accused to be 
tried by a Judge instead of a jury 
if he desires; makes verdicts by less 
than unanimous votes possible; 
permit the court to comment on 
failure of an accused to testify in 
his own behalf; permit the selection 
of spare jurors to serve if regular 
jurors are unable to continue. 

Criticised “the practice of unduly 
dramatizing stories of crime” and 
commended publications which 
have “rendered substantial aid in 
the identification of wanted crim- 
inals.” 

Condemned “unsafe, unsanitary 
and insecure conditions” in many 
local jails; the “activities of lawyer 
criminals,” and the “protection too 
often given to criminals and rack- 
eteers by persons in professional 
business, political and official posi- 
tions.”

ENFORCEMENT BY NRA 


Hardwood Group Leader Says 
Laxity at Start Caused 
“Chaotic” Condition. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14—NRA 
was accused yesterday of respon- 
sibility for the “chaotic” condition 
in the lumber industry due to fail- 
ure to enforce the code, by Lee 
Robinson of Mount Vernon, Ala., 
former president of the Hardwood 
Manufacturers’ Institute. 

Robinson painted a dark picture 
of conditions in the industry in the 
South and declared “the responsi- 
bility for the present situation rests 
squarely on NRA’ and not on the 
industry.” He appeared at the hear-« 
ings on the West Coast Lumber 
men’s Association petition for elim< 
ination of price fixing. 

The Alabama operator opposed 
the petition, but argued that unless 
NRA gave immediate enforcement 
the entire code should be dropped, 
Robinson disagreed with opponents 
of price fixing who had testified 
that wage and hour provisions of 
the code would not be affected by 
elimination of prices. 

“The trend of labor violations is 
about the same as price cutting vio- 
lation,” he said, “and as price vio- 
lations increase, wage and hour vio- 
lations will keep step. There are 
many Southern mills now working 
men 50 to 60 hours a week at 10 
cents an hour. 

“It is absolutely impossible to 
maintain wages at about twice what 
men are seeking for their services 
without price control.” Robinson

VIOLINIST SPALDING 
PLAYS AT AUDITORIUM 


Fine Evening for Al Con- 
cerned With Profitable and 
Well-Balanced Fare. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

HE second concert in the Oscar 
T conaon series was. given last 

night at the Municipal Audito- 
rium when Albert Spalding, the 
American violinist, who is so fa- 
vorably known to the St. Louis 
public, presented a profitable and 
well balanced program. The first 
and second groups were composed 
of sonatas by Handel and Cesar 
Franck—the latter being for piano 
and violin—and two movements of 
a Bach sonata. The third part of 
the program was given over to the 
usual sugar plums and pinwheels. 
Mr. Spalding was entirely suc- 
cessful in communicating to the 
audience his sympathetic feeling 
for the music he played while at 
the same time subjecting it to the 
conditioning of his rather fastidi- 
ous temperament. In other words, 
his playing was a free expression 
of his emotional response to these 
particular scores but with propor- 
tion and order inherent in the im- 
pulse. And since all the important 
mechanics of his playing — tone 
quality, intonation, bowing—were 
all in order it was a fine evening 
for all concerned. 
Both the arrangement of the pro- 
gram and what seemed to be Mr. 
Spalding’s natural feeling in the 
matter tended to make the Cesar 
Franck Sonata in A Major the high 
point of the evening. Franck al- 
ways says the same thing, bué the 
tone of the single violin in collabo- 
ration with the piano is a more 
logical medium for its expression 
than the orchestra or even the 
piano by itself. So it seemed while 
listening to Mr. Spalding at any 
rate. It was a simple, devotional 
utterance, lyrical without being 
rhapsodic, and free from any un- 
healthy introspection. Mr. Spalding’s 
stresses, gentle nuances, were all 
that could be asked. 
The Handel Sonata in E Major 
was a little nearer the earth, but 
was just as well played, while the 
two parts of the Bach unaccompa- 
nied sonata was presented without 
any violent searching for cosmic 
significance. 


The group of short numbers con- 
tained compositions by Ravel—the 
formidable “Tzigane” which didn’t 
quite come off—and Debussy and 
Mr. Spalkding’s own arrangements 
of Chopin’s Waltz in B Minor and 
the Paganini Caprice No. 24. The 
theme of this piece, which exer- 
cised a fatal attraction for Schu- 
mann, Brahms and Liszt, will be em- 
ployed by Mr. Rachmaninoff this 
afternoon in his new Fantasia for 
Piano and Orchestra. To these 
were added Mr. Spalding’s own 
composition “Baltanz,” his arrange- 
ment of Schubert’s “Hark, Hark the 
Lark” and Kreisler’s “Liebesfreund” 
as encores. 

Mr. Spalding was assisted in his 
concert by the accomplished Mr. 
Andre Benoist.

FORM ANNOUNCED 


Farmers Allowed 35 In- 
stead of 30 Cents a 
Bushel on Estimated 
Yield of Acres Retired. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.— The 

Farm Administration today made 

public the 1935 corn-hog contract in 


its final form—boiled into half the 
size of the 1934 agreement. 

The new contract changes the 
minimum reduction in corn acre- 
age from 20 to 10 per cent below the 
average annual acreage in 1932 and 
1933, but again limits the reduction 
to 30 per cent. The minimum re- 
duction in hogs produced for mar- 
ket is fixed at 10 per cent, compared 
with the minimum of 25 per cent 
below the 1932-33 base provided in 
the 1934 contract. 

Payments also are changed. 
Farmers will be allowed 35 cents a 
bushel on the estimated corn yield 
of the acres retired from produc- 
tion compared with 30 cents this 
year and the contracted acres may 
be used for any purposes except 
growing field corn. Under the 1934 
contract, acres withdrawn from 
corn production could be used only 
in limited ways, but because of the 
drouth the administration modified 
the limitations. 

Changes in Hog Payments. 

Under the new contract, $15 a 
head will be paid on 10 per cent 
of the hog base, that is, the average 
number of hogs produced for mar- 
ket from litters farrowed in 1932 


and 1933. In the old contract $5 
a head was paid on 75 per cent of 
the hog base. 

The contract again contains 
provisions barring the signers from 
assigning any of their rights’ to 
payments under the contract and 
requiring conformance to regula- 
tions and administrative rulings 
prescribed by the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture. 

Chief among the changes in the 
form of the contract, aside from its 
greater brevity, is the substitution 
of the word “adjustment” for “re- 
duction” in reference to the benefit 
payments to be made. 

The new form will enable the ad- 
ministration to contract directly 
with both producers and landlords 
involved instead of requiring a spe- 
cial landlords’ agreement to partici- 
pate. It also eliminates the sys- 
tem of requiring signatures of the 
contract signers, both before and 
after establishment of adjusted fig- 
ures. 
The adjusted corn and hog Yases 
will be fixed on the contract as 
signed.

DELAY IN SOUNDING 
ALARM IN HOTEL FRE 


Efforts to Rescue Manager 
From Room Where Blaze 
Started at Lansing Described. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
« LANSING, Mich., Dec. 14. — A 
carelessly dropped cigarette in the 
suite of the hotel manager and de- 
lay in sending dn alarm were said 
by investigators toady to have 
caused the Kerns Hotel fire dis- 
aster. Another body was recovered 
from the ruins today, making a to- 
tal of 27. 

An investigating board headed by 
Edward M. Welch, Deputy State 


Fire Marshal, reported the fire had| . 


been traced to the suite of David 


Monroe, manager of the hotel, who 
perished in the flames; that 15 or 
20 minutes elapsed between the 
time smoke was first discovered in 
the hotel, and the sending of the 
alarm; that drinking parties 
“throughout the building” preceded 
the blaze; and that the fire depart- 
ment was handicapped by posses- 
sing only one rescue net. 

Unable to raise enough ladders to 
reach the trapped victims who 
crowded to the windows, the firemen 
were forced to watch the hotel 
guests jump to death or serious in- 
jury on the pavements or in the 
Grand River in the rear of the 
building. 

“Wasted Valuable Time.” 

The investigators said hotel em- 
ployes wasted valuable time in try- 
ing to rescue Monroe, who was 
probably dead when the flames 
were first discovered. 

As reconstructed in the investi- 
gators’ report, events in the build- 
ing during the few minutes pre- 
ceding the alarm were as follows: * 

At 5 a. m. an unidentified guest 
called night clerk Isaac D. Jones 
and reported smoke in room 234, 
Jones sent Cleo Evans, the bellboy, 
to investigate. Evans searched the 
interior of the room, and finally 
crawled beneath the bed and found 
smoke issuing from the floor. Mon- 
roe’s suite was directly beneath 
room 234, and Evans found flames 
coming from the transom of the 
hotel manager’s living room. He 
pounded on the three doors of the 
suite but got no response, Return- 
ing to the lobby he informed Jones 
that Monroe’s suite was afire. Evans 
said he believed that Jones called 
the fire department at that time, 
but did not see him telephone. The 
alarm was received at 5:32 a. m. 

Returning to the _ first floor, 
Evans succeeded in waking Doug- 
las Monroe, David's brother, and 
together they tried without suc- 
cess to rouse David. Then Evans 
and Monroe began to waken the 
guests, 

Failed to Reach ond Floor. 

By the time Evans had warned 
the 60 guests on the first floor, 
the flames had sprea: to every floor 
of the building. Jones tried to en- 
ter the second floor, but returned 
to the lobby saying the flames had 
driven him back. 

R. C. Caldwell of Chicago, a 
guest who escaped, said he fled 
from his room a few minutes after 
five, when he smelled the smoke, 
crossed the street to a garage, 
dressed in an extra suit of clothes 
he had in his car and returned to 
the’ hotel lobby. At that time the 
fire engines had not arrived. 

“It is proved,’ Welch said, “that 
had an alarm been sounded at the 
first suspicion of smoke, the fire 
would have been much less seri- 
ous in loss of life.” We believe 
the most probable cause was a 
carelessly dropped cigarette stub 
in the manager’s suite.” 

The bellboy, Evans, said he took 
sandwiches to Monroe’s room at 
4:30 and found the hotel manager 
awake and alone.

District Session of Welfare Associa- 
tion to Be Held at Jefferson City 
Saturday. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Dee. 14.—Con- 
solidation into one department of 
all the various relief activities per- 
formed by a wide variety of State 
governmental] agencies is to be pro- 
posed in a plan to be formulated 
in a district session of the Missouri 
Association for Public Welfare at 
Jefferson City Saturday, Dr. E. L. 
Morgan, Missouri U. professor of 
rural sociology and secretary of the 
association, announced yesterday. 
“It is hoped,” Dr. Morgan said, 
“that a workable plan will be 
mapped out at this conference so 
that something concrete may be 
recommended to the State Legisla- 


ture for passage at its mext ses 
sion.” 

An outstanding feature eof the 
proposed legislation would be a sec- 
tion disqualifying any county or 
district from receiving State or 
Federal allotments unless the funds 
are administered by relief officials 
certified by the State Department, 
The proposed department would re- 
place both the present Elee- 
mosynary Board and Penal Board, 
and would have authority to su- 
pervise and assist in local welfare 
work. Under the plan, county or 
district boards would be organized, 
with each responsible to the State 
Board. The new system would be 
in charge of unemployment relief, 
administration of poor relief, a so- 
cial service exchange and alloca- 
tion of State and Federal relief 
moneys. Members of both local and 
State boards would serve without 
remuneration.

Idahoan Declares the Party 
Must be Reformed Along 
Constructively Liberal 
Lines. 


the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—Senator 


William E. Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
and Senator Gerald P. Nye (Rep.), 
North Dakota, in addresses to the 
Young Republicans of New York 
last night, demanded a reformation 
of the Republican party on con- 
structively liberal lines. 

Nye served notice that unless the 
demands were recognized a new 
“progressive party” would be found- 
ed. Borah urged that “Young Re- 
publicans” solidify their organiza- 
tions. 

In silence Old Guard leaders, in- 
cluding Charles D. Hilles, national 
committeeman for New York, lis- 
tened. Borah directly named Hilles, 
who sat a few feet from him on the 
platform, and National Chairman 
Henry C. Fletcher, as the two who 
have opposed progressive reorgani- 
zation of the party. 


Only Hope in Youth. 

Amid cheers, Borah said: 

“Our great hope, our only hope, 
lies with these young Republicans. 
There is no hope elsewhere. They 
have an opportunity to seize power, 
and in seizing power, to serve their 
country in a way that is rarely 
afforded. 

“After all, it is upon the anvil of 
party strife that sound policies are 
hammered into form. Such is the 
nature of institutions.” 

From Nye came this declaration: 

“We may tonight sit smugly in 
our places, observe the 13,000,000 or 
14,000,000 Republican votes cast last 
month, and comfort ourselves with 
the thought that a party with that 
many votes is decidedly not dead. 

“Perhaps not. But dead it will be 
as surely as we are alive tonight, 
if the destiny of the party, itr 
leadership, is left with those who 


‘have believed and still believe that 


what those people, wholly or in part 


want is the Old Deal.” 


Borah Asks Some Questions. 

Borah in his address said: 

“I asked those who are in con- 
trol of the organization, in control 
of the party machinery, what is 
your program for regaining the 
confidence of the millions whom 
we have lost in recent years? 

“What is the program for the pur- 
pose of securing the activity and 
support of the young people?” 

Returning to his plea for party 
reorganization, he continued: 

“The reason of my suggestion for 
reorganization of the party came 
because of the fact that it was 
practically announced by those in 
authority there would be no move- 
ment, no program, but that of wait- 
ing to see when the storm would 
blow over.” 

Both critics of NRA, the two Sen- 
ators demanded a Republican plat- 
form divorcing the party from its 
ties with big business, the destruc- 
tion of monopolies and more equita- 
ble distribution of wealth. 

The Small Business Man. 

Borah repeated pleas for protect- 
ing small business units through 
exemptions from Blue Eagle codes. 

“The driving power in politics in 
this country for years to come, I 
venture to believe, will come from 
labor, from, the producer, from 
small business, and from the mil- 
lions who have through no fault of 
their own been stripped of their life 
savings and opportunity,” said 
Borah. 

“If out of all this is to come or- 
derly and constitutional government 
there must also come a system and 
a body of laws insuring a wholly 
different distribution of the wealth 
of our country. 

“It is evident from the statements 
of Mr. Hilles and Mr. Fletcher, that 
there is only one thing for those 
who believe in reorganization to do, 
and that is, to begin to organize in 
the ‘different counties and states. 

“Bringing Issue to the Front.” 

“The Young Republicans are very 
generally organized into clubs in 
the different states. These will 
serve as the beginning of state-wide 
organizations. ... 

“IT have, and have had from the 
beginning, just one purpose, and 
that is, to bring this issue to the 
front and let the voters and the 
party determine the course and, in 
my opinion, the future of the party.” 

To talk about.a conservative 
party in the near future, Borah 
said, was to “shut our eyes to ail 
the conditions about us.” 

Borah contended the power of 
monopolies to fix prices arbitrarily 
was stronger than that ever wielded 
by a Russian Czar. 

“IT have nothing but commenda- 
tion for the high motives of the 
President who has on a thousand 
fronts conducted this war on de-

In addition to the anti-monopoly 
plank, he suggested giving labor a 
larger share in the wealth it cre- 
ates; more attention to the secur- 
ity of millions of homes than to the 
security of those of the privileged 
few; adequate national defense; a 
better civil service and curbs on the 
“munitions racket.” 

Nye asserted the party needed to 
be “reborn” under a banner of “con- 
structive liberalism,” and should 
“turn its back upon that which has 
proved its undoing, namely, the pri- 
vate money bags of the country 
from which come that. thing 
thought to be the one ingredient 
needed to succeed.” 

“With a Wall street ball and 
chain still attached to it,” he said, 
“a comeback is not so much as to 


be dreamed of.” 


If the East wants co-operation 
from the Western elements, he ad- 
vised that it help make the party 
one for agrarians and laborers, not 
one giving response to “selfish mi- 
nority interests well able to buy 
party favor with financial support.” 
“Which do you prefer—campaign 
funds or votes?” he asked. 

A Gibe at the Democrats. 
If he had any thought the Demo- 
crats would remain liberal, he said, 
it would be like “barking up a tree 
in striving to give new and con- 
structive liberal life to the Repub- 
lican party today, and the Demo- 
cratic party would find me enlist- 
ing under its banner and label.” 
Declaring monopoly had “never 
enjoyed so helping a hand as the 
New Deal has given it in the John- 
son type of NRA,” he said the Re- 
publican party would have “at once 
a vast army of followers” if it dared 
to challenge the present adminis- 
tration on this isaue. 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt Jr., who 
a short time ago also advocated 
that the party turn toward libera)l- 
ism, sat on the platform. He had 
declined an invitation to address 
the meeting, asserting a previous 
engagement prevented his attend- 
ance.

He Is Captured After Mail- 
ing Letter to Parents of 
Grace Budd in New York 
—Body Found. 


By the Associarea Press. 

NEV YORK, Dec. 14—The dis- 
appearance six years ago of Grace 
Budd, 10 years old, was solved last 
night when her dismembered body 
was dug from a grave in a forest. 

Albert ‘Fish, after tormenting 
her family by mail since the crime 
‘was committed six years ago, was 
captured through the letters which 
he sent; confessed and led officers 
to the child’s grave. 

Killed with a meat cleaver, the 
body was found in three parts, the 
skull buried in the woods near a 
ramshackle house in East Irving- 


ton, Westchester County, the other 
bones by a road. 

“The blood lust tBeized me,” the 
65-year-old house painter said. “But 
I’m glad it’s over now. Helping the 
police find the body somehow makes 
me feel better.” 

Human bones and a child’s slipper 
were found by searchers in West- 
chester County today. The slipper 
was of the sandal type and in it 
were found small bones. 

Dr. Amos O. Squire, Westchester 
County medical examiner, said 
after the bones had been found that 
he believed there was a sufficient 
number to reconstruct a skeletno. 
Authorities also rely on the slipper 
as a quick means of identification 
in order to satisfy the legal require- 
ment of establishing the corpus de- 
licti in the case. 

Identified by Family. 

The child's father, Albert Budd, 
and a brother of the girl, Edward, 
confronted Fish and identified him 
as the man who disappeared with 
Grace on June 3, 1928. He was 
charged with homicide and kidnap- 
ing. 

Police arrested Fish in a post- 
office substation yesterday while he 
waited for a remittance from a son 
in a CCC camp. 

The last series of letters to the 
Budd family had been received only 
a few days ago, written on the sta- 
tionery of an employment agency, 
and tracing .it back, police found 
Fish. 

Spontaneously Fish began a con- 
fession, but he was cut ghort and 
taken to Police Headquarters where 
he told a complete and coherent 
story. Its text was not divulged, 
but Police Commission Valentine 
said it ran thus: 

Contemplating the killing in ad- 
vance, the man had bought a meat 
cleaver, saw and butcher knife, 
wrapped them in a tarpaulin and 
checked them at a newsstand. 

Then he went to call at the tene- 
ment home of the Budds in New 
York City, whose son Edward had 
advertised for a farm job. Fish 


Howard, and said he had a farm 

near Farmingdale, a farm that ex- 

isted only in his imagination. 
Girl Goes With Him. 

He intended to take the 18-year- 
old boy with him and kill him, but 
upon meeting the family decided 
to make Grace his victim. 

He returned a few days later—it 
was June 3, 1928—said he was not 
going to his farm until the next 
day, and invited Grace to ac- 
company him that dey to a party 
he said his’ sister was giving for 
some children. The child pinned 
a rose on her white dress and went 
with him. 

Fish took her by train to the 
Westchester hideaway which he 
knew to be unoccupied. He had 
lived in a nearby house eight years 
ago. 

Telling the child to play in the 
yard until the other guests arrived, 
he went into the house, laid out his 
tools and called her. She came to 
him. 

It was three days later before 
he returned. It was there that they 
found the body last night. 

Questioned in Line-Up. 

In the police line-up today Fish 
was the last prisoner to be placed 
on the platform and was questioned 
by Acting Capt. Thomas A. Dugan. 

“Why did you take the Budd girl 
and murder her?” Capt. Dugan 
asked. 

“Tt occurred to me, that’s all I 


-ihave to say,” Fish replied. 


Asked why he killed her, the pris- 
oner replied: “I had no intention to 
take the girl. I intended to take 
her brother (Edward). She just 
happened to come in the room and 
I took her.” 

“You had all the tools when you 
went to her house?” 

“Yes,” Fish said. “I made ar- 
rangements to give her brother 
work, but when I saw her the termnp- 
tation overcame me.” The prisoner 
paused and then added: “That's the 
I don’t 
know why.” 

Can’t Account For It. 

He said he had no trouble with 
the Budd family, and in reply to a 
question as to how he accounted 
for it, replied, “I can’t.” 

Capt. Dugan asked whether he 
ever had been in an institution for 
mental trouble, and Fish replied 
that he had, once in Bellevue Hos- 
pital and once in King’s County 
Hospital. He also said he was alone 
in the crime.

A motion for a réhearing of the

The motion asserted the new $39,- 
000,000 valuation for rate-making 
purposes should be reduced to $28,- 
000,000 and that the new 6% per 
cent return allowed should be re- 
duced to 6 per cent. 

The recent order of the commis- 
sion cut about $11,850,000 from the 
company’s valuation in force in 
1933 and held th ecompany was 
entitled to a return of only 6% 
per cent instead of the 7% per cent 
allowed in a former case.

The company filed a motion for 
a rehearing last Tuesday, advancing 
65 assignments of alleged error by 
the commission.

JAPAN SAYS IT REALLY WANTS 
THREE-POWER NAVAL TREATY 


Admiral Expresses Hope of Agree- 
ment to Americans at 
London, 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 14.—Admiral Iso- 
roku Yamamoto of Japan told Ad- 
miral William H. Standley of the 
United States today that Japan was 
most sincere in a desire for a new 
naval treaty mutually satisfactory 
to Japan, the United States and 
Great Britain. He expressed this 
hope in the course of a visit he paid 
the United States naval delegation’s 
headquarters. 

He urged that the United States 
not use Japan’s forthcoming denun- 
ciation of the Washington naval 
treaty of 1922 as an excuse for the 
formal termination of the present 
naval conversations among. the 
three Powers, and suggested that 
the Americans agree with the Brit- 
ish and the Japanese in setting a 
date for the resumption of conver 
sations next year. 

He protested that it was unfair 
to blame the Japanese for the fail- 
ure of the conversations just be- 
cause Japan denounced the treaty 
which specified the present 5-5-3 
ratio of the three Powers’ navies. 

The Americans, it is understood, 
feel there is no reason to set a date 
for the resumption of conversations 
unless the Japanese guarantee that 
an agreement would be possible at 
that time.

Of the total, 2992 of the bills were 
settled by property owners before 
sales and 1006 were actually sold. 


S| The remaining 10,015 bills on which 


there were no bids will be re-ad- 
vertised next year. 

If still unsold, they will be ad- 
vertised again in 1936 and then will 
be sold for the largest amount bid, 
even though that amount is lower 
than the face of the bill. In sales 
the first and second years, bids 
must be at least as high as the 
amount of the bill. 

No Guaranty of Title. 

Under the law, the purchaser of 
a bill obtains title to the property 
after two years, unless the owner 
reimburses him, with 8 per cent in- 
terest. There is no guarantee of 
title and presumal@y taxes are de- 
linquent on most pieces for years 
before and after 1929. If 1930 taxes 
are unpaid, bills for that year will 
be offered for sate in 1935. 

Sales were conducted by Arthur 
U. Simmons, attorney for the col- 
lector, with the aid of clerks. At 
first the sales were well attended, 
but on succeeding days interest 
lagged and only a handful of pros 
pective buyers was on hand. Some 
of the buyers were speculators and 
others mortgage-holders on prop- 
erty involved. 

Similar sales were not held in St. 
Louis because Collector Koeln coutd 
not arrange for the required pubii- 
cation of notices. He was instru- 
mental in bringing suit to test the 
law, which has been widely criti- 
cised. 


THOMASSON WILL SUIT TRIAL

Counsel Agree to Continue Without 
Twelfth Man, Whose Illness 
Halted Hearing Monday. 

Trial of the suit to set aside the 
will of Hugh W. Thomasson, elderly 
realty owner, who left his proper- 
ty, with an estimated value of $725,- 
000, for the benefit of public schools 
of Missouri, was resumed today be- 
fore a jury in Circuit Judge Land- 
wehr’s court. The trial started last 
week but was halted Monday be- 
cause of the illness of a juror, Wil- 
liam W. Keyser, 6100 Westminster 
place. It was resumed yesterday, 
counsel having agreed to go ahead 
with 11 jurors, as Keyser was un- 
able to be present. 

The suit was filed by 50 col- 
lateral heirs of Thomasson, who 
alleged he was mentally incapable 
of making a legal will. At the 
hearing yesterday Drs. Hillel Un- 
terberg, John C, Morfit and John 
H. Simon gave medical testimony 
in support of the petitioners’ charge 
as to mental incapacity. 

Thomasson died in January, 1933. 
His marriage in July, 1930, to Mrs. 
Grace Mahood, a young divorcee, 
was followed by a large amount of 
litigation, including a suit to annul 
the marriage. Thomasson, accord- 
ing to testimony, later directed that 
this suit be dismissed. Following 
his death Mrs. Thomasson accepted 
a settlement of her interest in his 
estate.

ADVISORY BOARD SUGGESTS 
LONG-TERM SCIENTIFIC PLAN 


Proposes Technical Aid for Con- 
suls, New Facilities for Geo- 
logical Survey. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—A vast 
program of “planned science” for 
the United States is indicated in 
the first comprehensive report by 
President *Roosevelt’s science ad- 
visory board. The board of 15 
scientists was namec by the Pres- 
ident July 31, 1933, and is prepar- 
ing a long-term plan of scientific 
research. 
Headed by President Karl T. 
Compton of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, the board 
has seen some of its recommenda- 
tions—including wu reorganization 
of the Weather Bureau and its 
methods—put into effect. 

Others, such as a study of land 
resources and their use, have been 
completed and are awaiting action 
by the Government. 

Among the board’s accomplish- 
ments so far, these were outlined: 

Adoption by the Weather Bureau 
of the system of “air mass analysis” 
for forecasting. 

New technical help for consuls 
in reporting scientific and indus- 
trial progress. 

A recommendation that the Bu- 
reau of Mines and Geological Sur- 
vey have more facilities. 

Plans for patenting inventions of 
Government scientists so the bene- 
fits will go to the Government. 

A recommendation that the Bu- 
reau of Standards be given a new 
high-voltage laboratory for X-ray 
studies, 
authorized to manufacture the new 
“heavy hydrogen” at Muscle Shoals 
to help chemical research. 


P, §. CO, ADOPTS NEW POLICY 
TO EASE TRAFFIC CONGESTION 


To Turn Back Some Cars at Edge 
of Downtown Shopping District 
During Christmas Rush. 

Traffic congestion downtown has 
caused the Public Service Co. to 
adopt a policy of turning back 
some street cars on 10 lines at the 
edge of the shopping district, be- 
tween about 10 a. m. and 6 p. m., 
until Christmas. 

This year, the city has not fol- 
lowed the custom of prohibiting 
parking of automobiles in the con- 
gested district during the holiday 
shopping season as it had done for 
several years. Director of Streets 
and Sewers McDevitt declared it 
was his policy not to propose park- 
ing regulations downtown unless re- 
quested to do so by the large stores 
which have opposed past plans for 
permanent elimination of parking. 
Cars to be turned back are not 
designated by signs, as they are 
singled out by supervisors to meet 
exigencies. The lines affected are: 
Cass, Cherokee, Hodiamont, Del- 
mar, University, Maryland, Park, 
Page, Compton and Tower Grove. 
Checks made by traffic represent- 
atives of the Public Service Co. 
have indicated there were more 
shoppers downtown this month 
than before Christmas last year. 
Because of increased travel, the 
company has added cars and busses 
on ail main lines. 


Loses Suit Against Jack Kearns. 
LOS ANGELES, Dec. 14. — Jack 
Kearns, boxing manager, is not the 
father of the 9-year-old daughter 
of Miss Elizabeth Williams, Judge 
Myron Westover held yesterday in 
Miss Williams’ paternity suit seek- 
ing $150 a month.

Braised Breast of Lamb. 

For six people buy about five 
pounds of lamb and have it boned, 
rolled and tied in a compact piece. 
Save the bones and trimmings to 
make barley broth. Melt three 
tablespoons shortening in a frying 
pan, add one-fourth cup sliced 
onions and one-half cup sliced cel- 
ery. Cover and cook slowly for 
five minutes, then add one-half 
cup boiling water, one. teaspoon 


salt, pepper to season and a tiny 


piece of bayleaf. Pour this into a 


| deep roasting pan, put in the meat 


which has been seasoned with salt 
and pepper and dredged with flour. 
Roast uncovered in a hot oven for 
15 minutes. Cover the pan and re- 
duce the oven temperature to 350 
degrees or moderate. Cook for one 
and one-half to two hours longer, 
or until the meat is tender. Re- 
move the meat to a hot platter, stir 
into the gravy two tablespoons flour 
mixed with a little coid water and 
let it boil up twice. Strain and 
serve with the meat. 
Red Cabbage. 

Trim a two-pound head of red 
cabbage by removing any outer dis- 
colored leaves. Cut the cabbage 
in half, removed the core and then 
cut in thin slices. Cover with boil- 
ing water, add one teaspoon salt, two 
teaspoons sugar, small sour apple, 
peeled and chopped or sliced, and 
two tablespoons vinegar. Cover 
and boil gently for 40 minutes or 
until the cabbage is very tender. 
Drain, chop fine and season with 
butter. Add more sal* if necessary. 

Corn Balls With Bacon. 

Roll soda crackers to make one 
and one-half cups fine crumbs. Mix 
with one teaspoon baking powder 
and one-half teaspoon salt. Drain 
the liquid from a No. 2 can shoe 
pez (whole kernel) corn and mix 
the \corn with one tablespoon 
mincéd onion and one well beaten 
egg. Add the cracker crumb mix- 
ture and shape into balls about two 
inches in diameter, adding a little 
milk if the mixture seems too dry. 
Place in a well greased baking pan 
and bake in a hot oven for 10 
minutes. Turn the balls over, place 
thin strips of bacon close together 
over them and continue baking 
until the bacon is crisp and brown. 
Serves four to six. 

Banana-Brazil Nut Salad. 

Chop or slice 12 shelled Brazil 
nuts. Peel six ripe bananas and 
cut across in halves. Dip each ba- 
nana in pineapple or orange juice 
and spread with a thin layer of 
well-seasoned mayonnaise. Sprinkle 
thickly with the nuts and arrange 
on crisp lettuce. Garnish with 
cubes of cranberry jelly or raspber- 
ry flavored gelatine cut in cubes. 

Onion Souffle. 

Peel, slice and boil two large 
Spanish onions. Cook them 10 min- 
utes in salted water, then drain, 
chop fine and season with two ta- 
blespoons butter and a dash of pep- 
per. Melt two tablespoons butter, 
add four tablespoons fflour and, 
when well blended, stir in one cup 
milk. Continue stirring until the 
sauce is thick and boiling. Remove 
from the fire, add the onions, one- 
half teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce and one-half teaspoon pap- 
rika. When mixed, stir in two well- 
beaten egg yolks and then fold in 
the stiffly beaten egg whites. Pour 
into a greased baking dish and 
bake in a hot oven—400 degrees— 
until puffed and golden brown. 
Serve as soon as possible. 

Sponge Cake. 

Beat the yolks of three eggs with 
three-quarters cup sugar for five 
minutes. Stir in one tablespoon 
lemon juice, two tablespoons cold 
water and one-half teaspoon grat- 
ed lemon rind. Measure one cup 
sifted cake flour and mix with one 
teaspoon baking powder and one- 
quarter teaspoon salt. Add to the 
egg yolks and, when mixed, fold in 
the stiffly beaten whites of three 
eges. Pour into a greased rather 
shallow pan and bake in a moder- 
ate oven—350 degrees—for 25 min-

There can never be too many 
cookies! At least not for the host- 
ess who entertains during the holi- 
days and makes them for gift 
boxes. Cookies have a way of 
simply disappearing what with raids 
by the younger members of the fam- 
ily and the head of the house. 

These cookies are very easy to 
make. The one chore is cutting 
them and baking, and for this rea- 
son we suggest that you do not try 
to make more than three kinds in 
one session. Of course, if you can 
draft your family, set aside a cer- 
tain time and then get down to the 
business of baking seriously. Its 
really fun and the results are truly 
gratifying. ” 

Holiday Cookies. 


Melt one-half cup butter and stir 
into it one pound of honey, one-half 
small grated nutmeg or one-half 
teaspoon, and the grated rind of 
two small lemons. Stir all together 
over the fire until well mixed, cool 
and place in a refrigerator over 
night. Add two cups of flour, or 
enough to make a soft dough, sift- 
ed with two teaspoons of baking 
powder. Roll lightly to one-fourth 
inch thickness, cut in desired shapes 
and sprinkle top with chopped nuts, 
candied cherries or colored sugar. 
Bake at 400 degrees for about 15 
minutes. 


Cinnamon Stars. 

Beat six egg whites stiff, add two 
cups of sugar mixed with one tea- 
spoon cinnamon. Work in one pound 
of shelled almonds which have been 
put through a food chopper. Sprin- 
kle a bread board with powdered 
sugar and roll out the dough and 
cut with a star-shaped cutter. Bake 
in a very slow oven until slightly 
brown. 

If you like the macarroon varia- 
tion of this recipe, take one cup 
sugar mixed with one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon to three beaten egg 
whites and one-third pound of 
ground almonds. Drop on a but- 
tered tin and bake in a slow oven 
until puffed and slightly brown. 

One pound of almonds yield about 
one-third pound of shelled nuts, 


_ Butter Rings. 

These are made with the egg 
volks left from the cinnamon stars. 
Use a cookie press for the best re- 
sult, though they can be made by 
rolling thin on a floured board. The 
recipe requires six egg yolks, three- 
fourths cup butter, three-fourths 
cup sugar, two and one-half cups 
flour sifted with three-fourths tea- 
spoon baking powder and the rind 
and juice of half a lemon. Brush 
with egg white and powdered sugar 
and bake in a quick oven for about 
10 minutes, or until cookies areé 
lightly colored. 


Rocks. 
Cream one and one-half cups 
sugar with one cup of butter, add 
three well-beaten eggs and one tea- 
spoon vanilla. Mix and sift three 
cups flour with one-fourth teaspoon 
cloves, one teaspoon cinnamon. Dis- 
solve one teaspoon baking soda in 
one tablespoon of hot water and add 
to first mixtures. Add one pound 
of broken nuts and one pound of 
stoned-out dates and lastly the flour 
mixture. Make a stiff dough and 
drop on buttered tins and bake in a 
moderate oven for about 20 minutes. 


Pecan Macaroons. 

Beat two egg whites stiff and 
add two cups of brown sugar. 
Sprinkle one pound of shelled brok- 
en pecans with a teaspoon of salt 
and add to the brown sugar and 
egg white mixture. Drop on a but- 
tered cookie sheet and bake in a 
slow oven. Decorate with candied 
cherries. 


Spice Cookies. 

Heat one cup of molasses and 
melt one-half cupful of butter in it. 
Let cool. Mix and sift two and one- 
third cups flour, one teaspoon soda, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one and 
one-half teaspoon ginger and two 
teaspoons cinnamon. Last of all 
add one-fourth cup of shredded, 
floured citron and two tablespoons 
of water. Chill and roll out on a 
floured board. Cut with a floured 
cutter and bake in a hot oven from 
six to 10 minutes, dependent on the 
thinness of the cookies. 


Fudge Cake. 

Cream one-half cup butter and 
one cup sugar, add two eggs well 
beaten, one teaspoon vanilla, four 
tablespoons cocoa sifted with three- 
fourths cup flour. Add one-half cup 
of pecans last and spread in a layer 
cake pan and bake for 30 minutes 
in a moderate oven. When cool cut 
into squares. 


Date Kisses. 
Beat two egg whites, add one cup 
of powdered sugar and lastly. one 
cup of chopped dates and one cup 
of nuts. Drop onto a greased tin 
and bake in a very slow oven until 
puffed and slightly brown. 


Almond Strips. 

Cream one-half cup butter with 
three-fourths cup sugar and add one 
well beaten egg. Sift one cup flour 
with one-half teaspoon cinnamon 
and add last of all one cup of 
ground almonds. Roll thin and cut 
in strips and bake until light brown 
in a moderate oven. 


Date Bars. 

Beat three egg yolks and add two 
tablespoons milk and one cup of 
sugar. Sift one and one-fourth cups 
flour with two teaspoons baking 
powder and add to first mixture.

day. Whether you make your own 
or take advantage of the commer- 
cial product that comes to you in- 
volving little or no work, these sug- 
vestions will be quite helpful. 

The modern adaptation of the 
huge English pudding that was 
served when the board fairly 
vroaned with things to eat is a 

more suited to the average 

\merican. taste. The main thing 
s that the pudding be full of fruft, 
picy in flavor and served with a 
really good sauce. The real En- 
<lish pudding is rich and crumbly. 
Che American adaptation of fruit 
combined with chocolate and gela- 
tine to make a cold plum pudding 
is surprisingly~good. Suit your 
taste, using large or small molds 
and serve the pudding with flam- 
ing brandy if you like, in the old 
traditional manner, 

Old English Plum Pudding. 

Here is an old English recipe 
which is mostly fruit and therefor 
very rich. It may be modified by 
the addition of half a cup of flour 
and one cup stale breaq crumbs. 
Chop one-half pound of beef suet 
and add one-half pound of light 
brown sugar. Add two-thirds pound 
of currants and two-thirds pound 
of raisins, two ounces of citron cut 
and two ounces of lemon peel, cut. 
Beat three eggs well ang add and 
stir in half a cup of sherry and 
brandy, mixed, and the grated rind 
and juice of one lemon. Flavor to 
taste with cinnamon, and allspice. 
Pour into a well greased pudding 
mold and steam for three hours. 

Plum Pudding. 

This recipe is for a moderately 
rich, old-fashioned plum pudding 
that may be made any day now 
and stored in a cool place until 
Christmas or New Years. 

Mix one cup sifted flour with two 
cups fine, stale bread crumbs, then 
add three-fourths cup finely 
chopped beef suet, rubbing it well 
into the flour. Next add one and 
one-fourth cups light brown sugar, 
one teaspoon salt, two teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one teaspoon each ground 
cioves and allspice. Mix one cup well 
washed currants with one and one- 
half cups choppc  .seeded raisins, 
one-half cup chopped figs, one- 
fourth pound chopped candied cit- 
ron, one-fourth cup chopped mixed 
Orange and lemon peel (candied) 
and one-half cup chopped walnut 
meats. Add this. mixture to the 
flour mixture, stir well and add 
three well beaten eggs a. . one and 
one-half cups milk. Mix all to- 
gether, add one-half cup grape 
juice, brandy or. brandy flavoring, 
pour into a well greased pudding 
mold, cover and steam for three 
hours. When done, remove the 
cover and let the pudding cool in 
the mold, unless it is going to be 
used right away. When ready to 
serve reheat by steaming for 30 to

HERE IS THAT DIFFERENT 
SAUCE FOR YOUR 
PLUM PUDDING 


F your happiness is not com- 
plete without at least = one 
item on your Christmas menu 
that is different, try this sauce 
for the pudding. Kirsch is a 
delightful kind of brandy that 
gives a flavor all its own. 
Kirsch Sauce. 

Mix one cup powdered sugar 
with three tablespoons milk and 
two tablespoons of kirsch in the 

. top of a double boiler and warm 
but do not boil. Add slowly to 
one-half cup of creamed buttez 
and serve. 


‘45 minutes. 
Pudding Sauce Supreme. 

Work one-quarter pound butter to 
a soft cream and work in gradually 
one and one-quarter cups powdered 
Sugar. Beat to a soft cream, add 
one egg yolk and two tablespoons 
brandy or fruit juice and beat hard 
for a few minutes. Whip one-half 
cup cream until stiff and fold into 
the butter mixture. Serve cold. 

Cold Plum Pudding. 

Scald one quart milk, add one- 
half pound unsweetened chocolate 
cut in small pieces and cook in a 
double boiler until the chocolate is 
melted and well blended with the 
milk. Add three-quarters cup sugar 
and three tablespoons plain gelatine 
that has been soaked in one-half 
cup cold milk until soft. Stir until 
the sugar and gelatine are dis- 
solved, then remove from the fire. 
add one teaspoon vanilla and cool 
until the mixture starts to thicken. 
Mix together one teaspoon each 
grated lemon and orange peel, one- 
quarter cup shredded candied cit- 
ron, one cup seedless raisins, one 
cup chopped blanched almonds, one- 
half cup chopped shredded coconut, 
and one-quarter cup chopped can- 
died cherries. Stir until the pud- 
ding is quite thick. Packing the 
bowl of pudding in a pan of 
cracked ice will hasten the thicken- 
ing process. When thickened, add 
the fruit and pour into a pudding 
mold that has been lightly oiled, 
and set aside to chill. Turn out on 
a large platter and garnish with a 
sprig of holly. Serve with the sauce 
mention above oor with plain, 
sweetened whipped cream. 

Frozen Plum Pudding. 

Soak one tablespoon plain gela- 
tine in one-fourth cup cold water 
for five minutes. Scald two cups 
milk, add four squares unsweet- 
ened chocolate and. stir until 
smooth, then add the gelatine and 
remove from the fire. Cool, and 
when cold stir in two and one-half 
cups thin cream, one cup chopped 
candied fruit, one cup seedless rai- 
sins, one-half cup chopped blanched 
almonds, one-half cup crushed mac- 
aroons and one-fourth cup brandy 
or brandy flavoring or fruit juice. 
Freeze in the usual. manner and 


let stand for at least an hour to 
ripen.

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HOLIDAY SWEETS MAY 
BE QUITE SIMPLE 


Whether Purchased or Made 
Candies Give the Occasion 
the Festive Touch. 


Candies and other sweets are as 
much a part of Christmas as the 
Christmas tree, holly and Santa 
Claus. Whether the sweets are 
made at home or bought, we must 
have them to make our festivities 
truly festive! 

There are a number of varieties 
of home-made sweets that are sim- 
ple to make and not expensive. 
Where there are children in the 
family, they will love to join in 
the making of these and the fol- 
lowing recipes are planned especial- 
ly for that purpose. Older girls or 
boys will delight in making the 
apple “Santa Claus” for the young- 
sters or as favors for Christmas 
dinner. 

Santa Claus Favors. 


Use firm, perfect red apples for 
these. Shine them wu. and allow 
one for each favor. The apple it- 
self makes the body, “the round red 
belly, that shakes when he laughs 
like a bowlful of jelly.” A large 
marshmallow forms the head which 
is fastened to the stem end of the 
apple on a toothpick. Bunch three 
or four toothpicks together for 
each “leg” and push them up in 
the apple about one-half inch. Stick 
raisins on the toothpicks to give 
the appearance of boots, and use 
a piece of fig for the foot. Twist 
a piece of cotton woo] around the 
center of the apple for a belt and 
fasten it with a bit of toothpick. 
Little fluffs of cotton make the 
buttons of the “jacket” and they 
may be fastened on with sugar 
icing or toothpicks. Make features 
in chocolate on the marshmallow 
head, and a beard of cotton. A fold 
of red crepe paper makes the cap, 
and Santa is finished. 


Candied Grapefruit Peel. 

Candied grapefruit or orange peel, 
chocolate covered, is fine for Christ- 
mas dinner, and the nice part about 
is that it utilizes an otherwise 
waste product. Remove the inside 
white skin from the peels of four 
large oranges or two grapefruits. 
Put the yellow rinds in a saucepan 
and cover with cold water. Heat 
slowly to the boiling point and, if 
grapefruit peel is being used, pour 
off the water, cover with fresh cold 
water and heat again to the boiling 
point. Boil gently for 30 minutes or 
until soft enough to pierce with a 
toothpick. Drain and cool. Scrape 
out any soft pulp on the inside of 
the rind with a spoon, and cut the 
yellow rind in long strips with a 
knife or scissors. Put two cups 
sugar and one cup water in a sauce- 
pan, stir over a slow fire until the 
sugar melts, then boil without stir- 
ring to 242 degrees, or until the 
syrup spins a thread when a little 
is dropped from a spoon. Add the 
orange or grapefruit peel and toil 
for 10 minutes or until it is rather 
transparent around the edges. Lift 
the peel from the syrup with a 
skimmer and drop on a platter of 
granulated sugar. Roll the peel 
around in the sugar until each piece 
is thoroughly coated, then place on 
waxed paper to cool and dry. As 
the peel is rolled in sugar, the 
pieces will separate, so don’t try to 
roll each one separately. When 
cold, store in a glass jar or a tin 
box. 

If you want to have them choco- 
late covered, melt one-half pou..d 
sweetened dipping chocolate (ask 
for this by name at the grocers) 
over a warm, not boiling water. 
Cook the peel as above, but re- 
move from the syrup, drain and 
cool on waxed paper without roiling 
it in sugar. When cool, dip in the 
melted chocolate, drain and crop 
on waxed paper to harden. 

Another attractive way to cook 
grapefruit peel is to color the syrup 
with a little red or green color—or 
divide the syrup in two parts, end 
color one red and the other green. 
Cook the peel in the colored syrup 
so that it will come out red or 
green. Instead of cutting the peel 
in strips, make _ crescents, st. 
shapes, etc., using small cutters to 
stamp out the shapes. After the 
peel is cooked in the colored syrup, 
drain it, cool and roll each piece 
in confectioners’ sugar. 

Black Walnut Caramels. 

These are always popular and 
make a nice Christmas gift when 
packed in an attractive box. 

Put two cups granulated sugar, 
two cups white corn syrup and . ne- 
fourth teaspoon salt in a heavy 
saucepan and stir occasionally un- 
til the mixture reaches 245 degrees 
Fahrenheit or until a little of it 
dropped in cold water forms a firm 
ball. Add one-half cup butter, then 
pour in two cups evaporated miik 
adding it a little at a time so that 
the mixture does’ not stop boiling. 
Boil rapidly until a little of the 
mixture dropped in cold water 
forms a firm ball, then _ stir 
constantly and continue boiling un- 
til the mixture becomes very thick. 
Remove from the fire, add one tea- 
spoon vanilla and one cup black 
walnut meats, coarsely chopped. 
Pour into a greased pan and let cool 
thoroughly before cutting. Cut in 
squares when cold. This is easiest 
to do if the candy is turned out on 
a board and cut with 4 sharp «knife. 


Peanut and Carrot Sandwich. 
Mix peanut butter or finely ground 
peanuts with chopped raw carrots 
or onion and enough milk or cream 
to make the mixture easy to spread.

Authentic Flavoring Goes Well 
With the Spices and Fruits 
of the Christmas Dessert. 


motto should be: A good sauce 
with a good pudding. Wine or rum 
as flavoring puts the stamp of au- 
thenticity on the sauce and seems 
to have a real affinity to the spices 
and fruits that characterize the 
Christmas dessert. 
Hard Sauce. 

This is the old and well-known 
standby with plum pudding..Cream 
together one-half cup butter, one 


and cream alternately. Add one ta- 
blespoon wine, brandy or vanilla 
and serve very cold. 

Sabayon Sauce. 

One whole egg. 

Two egg yolks. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-half cup sherry. 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

Mix all ingredients and cook over 
hot water, stirring constantly until 
mixture thickens. Serve hot. 

Vanilla or Lemon Sauce. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One tablespoon cornstarch. 

One cup boiling water. 

Two tablespoons butter, 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Few grains salt. 

Mix sugar and cornstarch, add 
water gradually, stirring constant- 
ly; boil five minutes, remove from 
fire, add butter, vanilla and salt. 

For lemon sauce, omit vanilla 
and add one-half tablespoons lemon 
juice and a few gratings nutmeg. 

Foamy Wine Sauce. 
Two eggs, separated 
One cup condensed milk. 
One-eighth teaspoon salt 
Two tablespoons sherry. 
Beat egg yolks with condensed 
milk. Add salt and sherry. Fold in 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Makes 
two cups. 
Instead of wine, two tablespoons 
of peach, apple or apricot brandy 
may be used to give a rich fruity 
flavor to this sauce. 

Rum Hard Sauce. 

One and one-fourth cups confec- 
tioners’ sugar 
Two tablespoons condensed milk. 
One tablespoon rum or rum ex- 
tract 
Cinnamon. 
Mix half the sifted confectioners’ 
sugar with condensed milk. Add 
rum. Then add enough of the re- 
maining confectioners’ sugar to 
make the desired consistency. Form 
mixture into a roll and sprinkle top 
with a cinnamon. Cut in slices just 
before serving. Makes about one 
and one-fourth cups. 


BANANA GRIDDLE CAKE 


Three cups flour. 

Four and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder. 

One-fourth cup sugar. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Two cups milk. 

One-fourth cup melted butter. 
One and one-half cups sliced ba- 
nanas. 

One egg. 

Mix and sift dry ingredients. Beat 
the egg, add the milk, and stir 


gradually into the dry ingredients. 


Add the melted butter, then the 
bananas, and drop by spoonfuls on 
a hot griddle. Cook on one side 
until full of bubbles, turn and cook 
on the other side. 

Serve with syrup which has 
been heated for a few minutes be- 
fore serving. 


CHICKEN LIVER SANDWICH 


Two large chicken livers, 

Two pimientoes chopped, 

Two hard cooked eggs, 

One teaspoon onion juice, 

One teaspoon Worcestershire

One-half teaspoon salt, 
One-eighth teaspoon paprika.

ALCATRAZ PRISONERS 
LOSING ‘BiG SHOT’ IDEA 


By Isolation, Warden Seeks to 
Deflate Ego of 212 
Convicts. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14-—In 2@ 
high, remote prison on Alcatraz Is- 
land, a white-haired Warden is tak- 
ing the “big shot” idea out of rack- 
eteers and gangsters. The Warden, 
James A. Johnston, here to confer 
ith his chief, Sanford Bates, Fed- 
eral Prison Director, says results 
are slowly being obtained. 

His prison on rugged Alcatraz, 


a 12acre rock jutting out of San 
Francisco Bay, holds 212 convicted 
criminals regarded by the Govern- 
ment as among the most dangerous 
men in this country—dangerous 
both to society and to morale in the 
ordinary penitentiary. 

At Alcatraz they are set apart 
in an isolation as complete as John- 
ston’s ingenuity, sharpened by 
years of penology, can devise, while 
he works at deflating their ego, at 
ridding them of their belief they 
are “big shots,” to be known and 
admired. ' 

No Movies or Music. 

For the 212 there are none of the 
movies and pleasures provided in 
other prisons, The only music there 
is the swift swirl of the tides 100 
feet below at the base of rocky Al- 
catraz, an icy current singing the 
futility of escape. 

They know, these 212, that they 
have come to the most impregnable 
prison yet developed in this coun- 
try—to what Warden Johnston says 
is “the end of the prison trail.” 

He sees to it that they know, too, 
why the small privileges of other 
prisons are not forthcoming at Al- 
catraz—that the loss of privilege is 
the wage of “bad acting” in the 
world outside and in the prisons 
from which they were transferred 
last summer to Atcatraz in a great 
desperado roundup. 

The prison routine is rigid. Men 
work at some jobs, “but not at of- 
fice jobs as in some other institu- 


not help to run the prison.” 
“Good for Them,” He Says. 

The complete isolation, the basis 
of the Alcatraz experiment in pen- 
ology, is “good for them” and for 
the country, he says, because “the 
people will see that we can put 
these so-called big shots in prison, 
and that we can and will keep them 
there.” 

“A rule of no outside contacts 
might not be generally good in all 
penology,” Johnston explains, “but 
it must be kept in mind that in the 
case of these men even the most 
casual of such contacts would help 
to keep alive the ‘big shot’ feeling. 
We find the complete isolation is 
deflating the ‘big shot’ idea.” 

Thus, no visitors go to Alcatraz, 
whose great cell blocks are made 
of special steel] virtually impervi- 
ous; whose cell block gates are fit- 
ted with an electrical apparatus— 
a “weapon detector’—which would 
set off warning signals, visible and 
audible, if a piece of steel even an 
inch long were concealed in a con- 
vict’s clothing as he passed. 


ACCUSED OF POISONING BREAD 
OF NON-UNION BAKING FIRM 


Two Men Held in Washington on 
Charges of Assault With Intent 
to Kill.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Alleged 
poisoning of baked goods as retalia- 
tion for the company not employing 
union men led to the arrest yester- 
day of John Leonard Dorsch, 23 
years old, and James Carlin Mer- 
chant, 21, on charges of assault with 
intent to kill. 
Their arrest followed several days’ 
investigation of evidence presented 
to police by Forrest O. Dowell, de- 
livery man for Dutch Baker Boy, 
Inc., a house-to-house retail baking 
establishment. Dowell told police 
he was followed by two men in a 
car registered in Dorsch’s name 
while making his deliveries and 
that they stopped at several] places 
where he had left baked goods. He 
returned to these places later, Dow- 
ell said, and found the goods had 
been soaked with a strong acid so- 
lution. Chemists said the acid was 
so unpalatable that a person could 
not swallow enough of it in the food 
to cause death. 
The two men held are employes 
of a wholesale baking firm which is 
not in competition with Dutch Bak- 
er Boy. The latter company recent- 
ly was cited by the NRA for violat- 
ing the bakers’ code.

Dick Hanley to 
Resign as Coach 
At Northwestern

CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—Richard E. 
(Dick) Hanley, who coached North- 
western to shares of the 1930 and 
1931 Western Conference football 
championship, has been given an 
opportunity to resign, it was re- 
liably reported today. 

He has not made up his mind 
to do so, but it is considered likely 
that the Faculty Athletic Commit- 
tee of the university at a meeting 
today will not recommend that an- 
other contract be offered him. 

Although Northwestern’s football 
fortunes have dwindled since 1931, 
it was said that opposition from a 
faculty group had more to do with 
the situation than criticism of his 
ability to develop winning teams. 
Hanley conferred yesterday with 
Dr. Walter Dill Scott, president of 
the university. 

He was graduated from Washing- 
ton State College in 1919, coached 
for two years at Pendleton (Ore.) 
High School. In 1933 he became 
head coach at Haskell, where his 
success brought him to the atten- 
ion of Northwestern when it sought 
a successor to Glenn Thistlethwaite 
in 1927.. 

Hanley has been’ mentioned, 
among others, as a possibility to 
succeed Eddie Casey at Harvard.

GUNNERS ARE

Coach Chile Walsh and his St. 
Louis Gunners of the National 
League are ready for their profes- 
sional fotball game' Sunday at 
Sportsman’s Park against the Kan- 
Sas City Blues of the American 
League. The Blues formerly were 
operated in this city and the com- 
ing contest is the outgrowth of the 
natural rivalry of two promotions in 
the same line of sport.

until one side misses, which means 
a point for the other side. When 
the score became 10 to 9, the game 
was over, but no one seemed to be 
able to put over an individual con- 
dition as to whether the Terrible 
Swedes or the Flying Dutchmen 
had won. But it gave the boys a 
long workout—quick action, with 
lots of turning of the head, which 
seemed to be the big idea. 

Coach Walsh has decided to add 
nothing to the offensive which the 
Gunners have displayed in previ- 
ous league games. So Charley Mc- 
Laughlin and Arnold Herber' will 
be passing, right-handed, until Les 
in his left 
mitt for a southpaw upsetter. And 
Swede Johnston will do his thun- 
der-and-lightning dive over’ the 
line of scrimmage, in lieu of that 
little pass. That’s a great trick of 
Swede’s. The opposing team learns 
early that Swede receives the ball 
often when he is in the backfield. 
But what they don’t know is wheth-

'success against the Blues, although

Will Use Two Backfield Groups. 

Two backfield combinations will 
be used by the Gunners, with Man- 
uel (Fatt) Rapp, Les Corzine, Les 
Johnston and Benny La Presta 
making up the heavy combination, 
and Bill Senn, Charley McLaughlin, 
Arnold Herver and Cy Casper team- 
ing together in the “light-heavy- 
weight” set. 


“Brute” Mulleneaux center, and 
Herber, did not take part in yes- 
terday’s practice.

Nineteen men make up the Gun- 
ner squad at present, and Coach 
Walsh plans to use all of them for 
more or less lengthy spells in the 
game with the Blues.

Add two cups more of sugar and 
one cup more boiling water, then 
add one-half teaspoon salt and éne- 
half teaspoon cider vinegar. Cover 
and continue boiling until soft ball 
stage is reached. Let stand until 
boiling ceases, then add two cups 
pecans and stir until candy begins 
to cream slightly. Put out in pat- 
ties on waxed paper to cool. Store 
in tin.

MARSHMALLOW MAPLE 
CREAMS. 

Creams are always included in 
the holiday candy list because not 
everyone likes hard, chewy sweets, 
so marshmallow maple creams are 
suggested for those who like their 
candy soft. 

Two cups sugar. 

One cup maple syrup. 

One cup milk. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One and one-half cups coconut. 

Sixteen marshmallows, cut into 
fourths. 

Cook sugar, syrup and milk until 
it forms a soft ball in cold water. 
Add butter. Cool to lukewarm and 
add marshmallows and coconut and 
beat until creamy. Pour into 
greased pan and mark into squares. 

VERMONT FONDANT. 

And here is a recipe that may be 
put to at least five good uses. With 
the fondant as a base, the varia- 
tions are easily achieved. 

Fondant Base. 

Three cups sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One-half tablespoon cider vinegar. 

One cup maple syrup. 

One-half cup water. 

Combine sugar, salt, vinegar, 
syrup and water and stir thor- 
oughly. Cover and cook slowly 
until sugar melts, then cook rapid- 
ly until the syrup forms a soft ball 
when tried in cold water. Col 
until lukewarm, then beat until 
creamy and firm enough to be han- 
dled. Knead until all is of same 
consistency. Store in a covered jar 


or dish, if not to be used immedi- 
ately. 
Uses for Fondant. 

1. Stuff dates and roll in pow- 
dered sugar. 

2. Mix with cocoanut and form 
into mounds. 

3. Surround whole nuts and form 
into desired shapes. 

4. Flatten to % inch, spread with 
% inch peanut butter, roll as jelly 
roll and slice to form pin wheels. 

5. Melt a portion over hot water, 
add bitter chocolate to taste. Place 
each piece of candy to be dipped, 
on the end of a toothpick or hot 
pin, and dip down into the fondant. 
Place on waxed paper to cool, pull- 
ing toothpick or hot pin out as can- 
dy adheres to paper. 


CANDIED ORANGE AND LEMON 
PEELS. 

No holiday candy collection is 
complete without candied orange 
and lemon peel. Fruit peels which 
would be thrown away otherwise 
may be made into delightful con- 
fections, 

Peel from three oranges (or four 
lemons). 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-half cup water. 

Choose clean skinned fruit. Re- 
move peel in quarters. Cover with 
water to which one teaspoon salt 
has been added. Boil 30 minutes. 
Drain. Cover with fresh water and 
boil until peel is tender, about one- 
half hour. (Lemon peel may need 
longer boiling.) Drain again. 
Bring sugar and water to boil. Add 
peel. Boil gently until syrup is 
nearly absorbed. Drain. Roll in 
sugar. Cut into strips with scis- 
sors. 

To make this recipe and three 
variations prepare peel from one 
dozen oranges. Cook in above 
quantities and vary as follows: 

Colored Peel: Add red or green 
vegetable coloring to syrup to tint 
peel; or roll peel in colored paper. 

Spiced Candied Peel: Add a little 
cinnamon, clove or ginger to syrup. 

Chocolate-Coated Peel: Instead of 
rolling strips of peel in sugar, coat 
with melted dipping chocolate,

Other Drugs Are Being Pro 
duced to Replace Those 
Habit-Forming. 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


E spoke yesterday of the at- 
tempt that is being made to 
solve the problem of drug ad- 
diction by the chemical synthesis 
of new compounds which are not 
habit forming. 

The three important habit form- 
ing drugs are morphine, cocaine 
and alcohol. In the case of alcohol 
everyone knows that the amount 
of damage which is done _ varies 
within wide limits. Some people 
undoubtedly have formed a minor 
habit of alcohol, take small amounts 
daily, or nearly daily, without, how- 
ever, interfering markedly with 
their efficiency or health. 

Alcohol also varies widely in its 
habit forming propensity. It is a 
matter of common observation that 
people can be habituated to alcohol 
for a considerable period of time, 
and then give it up for a long time 
with only a minor amount of suf- 
fering and without medical help. 

In the case of morphine, the first 
of these aspects of habit formation 
holds good. Many morphine addicts 
are able to get along on a compar- 
atively small amount daily, do their 
work efficiently, and may never be 
suspected, even by members of their 
family, of using a drug habitually. 
Others become completely incapaci- 
tated and useless, from the eco- 
nomic and personal standpoint. 

So far as the second aspect of 
the problem is concerned, morphine 
is nothing at all like alcohol. The 
morphine addict is not able to stop 
the habit without intense suffering, 
and almost never able to do s0 
without medical help. That is, he 
has to be carried over the period 
of withdrawal by the use of other 
drugs which minimize his suffering. 

The cocaine habit is not as com- 
mon as either of the others, and 
cocaine has such a powerful effect 
in deteriorating personality that the 
habit is more frequently stopped 
than in the case of either of the 
other drugs. The cocaine addict, 
in most instances, shortly after be- 
ginning the habit, goes into a de- 
lirium of intoxication which re- 
sembles delirium tremens, and 
withdrawal of the drug becomes 
absolutely necessary. 

The unfortunate thing is, of 
course, that these drugs are s0 
useful in medical practice that they 
are really necessities. It is en- 
couraging, then, to know that we 
are producing drugs wl] ch will do 
the medical work that they do, and 
at the same time are free from 
habit-forming properties. 

In the case of morphine such a 
drug is the comparatively recently 
introduced “dilaudid,” which has 
been found to be almost as power- 
ful as morphine in relief of pain; 
in certain kinds of chronic pain, 
it is really preferable. For cocaine 
we have a product called “pro- 
caine’ which is an effective local 
anaesthetic, devoid of addicting 
qualities. 

Great credit should be given to 
the wonderful new science of or- 
ganic chemistry which is able to 
begin deliberate] on a _ logical 
basis, the creation of new drugs 
of this kind, with good prospect of 
creating exactly what is needed.

Some Suggestions For Holiday 
Presents In Alphabetical Form

T 


presents the A B C’s of holiday giv- 
ing. Its basis is the alphabet, 
which brings to your attention 26 
different yuletide suggestions. Each 
one was selected, not only because 
its initial fitted into the proper or- 
der, but because it could be called 
the smart sort of gift. 

Gift shops, household appliance 
departments, ready-to-wear sections 
and many ‘other divisions of St. 
Louis retail stroes were visited in 
the preparation of this list. Some 
of the items are hard to find, but a 
good snoqper will have little diffi- 
culty in ferreting them out. Most 
are inexpensive, because the remem- 
brance which many folks like best 
is the one which smacks of style 
rather than of dollars. 

Christmas shopping is hectic, at 
its best, so let’s dispose of it, if pos- 
sible by the simple process of study- 
ing our A B Cs. 

A is for angostura, the name 
which you'll find written in white 
on one of a collection of bitters bot- 
tles. Lots of men who pride them- 
selves upon’ being good mixers 
would welcome a set of these brown 
bottles, so I’m told. Six different 
jugs, each filled with a differeut 
flavoring, are included in one box. 

B is for Brandy Burner, one of 
the slickest little gadgets that has 
been displayed in this town in many 
a day. It’s of sterling silver and it 
fits over the top of an after-dinner 
coffee cup. A lump of sugar is 
placed in the bowl, saturated with 
brandy, and then lighted. When the 
mixture is dissolved, it is tilted into 
the coffee. 

C is for cigarette case or cuff 
links. You can take your choice, 
because both happen to go together. 
In fact, an entire dress set, includ- 
ing links, studs and a vest button, 
are packed in a bakelite case. The 
case serves as a gift container until 
it becomes a holder for cigarettes. 

D is for duck or rather for ducks. 
The plural must be used this year, 
because there are so many differ- 
Among the 
grown-up playthings is a duck ash 
tray made of painted metal. The 


long beak not only serves as a hold- 
er for ashes, but a likely spot to 
rest your cigarette. Some striking 
color schemes are shown, black and 
white and rose and blue being typi- 
cal. 

E is for elephant, a skating one, 
but you'll never guess how it has 
dwindled in size or how graceful it 
has become. The animal is a dainty 
gadget designed for use on a what- 
not shelf. Amber, brown and white 
make up a clever color scheme. The 
white is reserved for the streamline 
skates and for a scarf which blows 
backward with the breeze. 

F is for fruit; in fact, forbidden 
fruit, because it is not to be eaten. 
Apples, peaches, pears and grapes 
are molded of white pottery and 
formed into a very swanky center- 
piece. A low pedestal base sets off 
the cluster to good advantage. 


G is for globe which makes a 
handsome desk accessory even 
though you do not use it. This is 
a silver metal ornamental piece 
that came all the way from China. 
The continents are cut into the sur- 
face to give it authenticity while 
the top is opened to reveal a 
humidor. 

H is for hammer and that may 
sound rather prosaic. But this is a 
gifty article, very lady-like, in its 
size and appearance. The handle is 
painted a Christmas red and the 
head is covered with gold paint. 
Anyone who had to drag an ugly 
hammer from its basement hiding 
place should welcome this utility. 


I is for ice bucket and you can 
take your choice of several attrac- 
tive models. One of the most mod- 
ern is of silvery chromium and has 
only half a handle. The tongs are 
‘suspended at the end of this handle. 
Another that is sufficiently large 
to serve as a wine cooler is of hand 

orged aluminum. 

: J-stands for a Jolly Jigger which 
combines a corkscrew and bottle 
opener. A face is painted on one 
side and this is topped by a very 
high black hat. Incidentally the 
corkscrew is concealed under the 
hat. Chromium metal and black 
enamel do their part toward the 
attractiveness of this little gift. 

K is for keg but it’s not the sort 
you think. The maple wood, the

All the world knew 
him. Some, to be sure, thought him 
quite mad—others, the greatest liv- 
ing writer. But whatever else he 
was, he was always himself. And 
his wife, Freida, was always will- 
ing to let him be himself. 

That, I think, is the greatest and 
hardest thing for any woman to do 
—to let her husband be himself. 
Wives are so rarely content to leave 
their husbands alone. They must 
always be tinkering at them . 
adding a bit here, shaving off a 
bit there, modeling them over ac- 
cording to some secret pattern of 
their own. And ending my making 
a mess of everything. For if they 
succeed in making them over, the 
original man is lost. And if they 
don’t—they’re both, bitter and re- 
sentful. 

But that didn’t happen with these 
two people. They knew what they 
were undertaking when they mar- 
ried ... saw without any illusion 
the grim trail that lay ahead. But 
having undertaken it, they saw it 
through. 

Their marriage was, from every 
sensible viewpoint, a mess.

It is, I think, 
the greatest story of any marriage 
I have ever read—the truest pic- 
ture of what marriage should really
